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thatside, it was through the medium 
of the Foreign Secretary of Austria- 
Hungary that the next attempt was 
made. Count Goluchowski, in 1897, 
took occasion in a speech to outline 
the Kaiser's programme of peace in 
Europe, so that effective war might 
be made on America—not, be it noted, 
war in the military and naval sense, 
but a war of competitive commerce. 
The fact that Germany was becom- 
ing more and more dependent for 
food upon the great West was far 
from pleasant to the Emperor, for if 
a people ceases to be competent to 
feed itself, it must at once see to 
the protection of those channels 
through which its sustenance is 
brought. Hence one great induce- 
ment to the Kaiser to increase his 
navy, an increase which on the Con- 
tinent was universally believed to be 
directed against Great Britain, but 
which he astutely* tried to convince 
us, was in fact to be a British re- 
inforcement against the power across 
the sea, “It was,” says Mr. Stead, 
“an ingenious piece of special plead- 
ing, and it helped him to gloss over 
the ugly significance of his naval 
programme.” 

en came the incident on the 
Hohenzollern, when the Kaiser enter- 
tained M. Pierre de Ségur and other 
French tourists, who reported to the 
“Revue de Paris” the substance of the 
very interesting talk they had with 
him. In it, the Kaiser was reported 
to have recommended the adoption 
by Europe of the modern form of the 
Berlin Decrees imposed on Europe by 
Napoleon in order to ruin England. 
One would have thought that so well- 
read a man as the Kaiser would hard- 
ly have suggested so ominous an 
experiment, Such importance was 
attached to this talk that the “New 
York Herald” dispatched a special 
Commissioner to Berlin to find out 
from the Authorities there how much 
truth there was in the French account. 
This Rentleman seems to have been 
politely though effectually snubbed, 
and it was not till some time after 
that the German Ambassador in 
Washington gave assurances of the 
.ove, friendship, and admiration felt 
by the Kaiser for the United States, 

Mr. Stead does not seem to be able 
to bring any further evidence against 
the Imperial culprit, as, it would seem, 
he regards him. He does mention 
the ordering of the yacht which 
Prince Henry has yone to see laun- 
ched, and which was perhaps in- 
tended to be proof positive of the 
falsity of the dislikes attributed to 
the Emperor. 

In connection with these incidents 
may be taken the revived dispute as 
to the events of 1898, when as our 
readers will remember Great Bricain 
was popularly believed a.! che world 
over to be the sole representative of 
the Great Powers which had any 

*\will to the United States. “It is 
istrange how popular beliefs appear to 





grow out of entirely contradictory 
Statements. The one opinion in 
Europe and‘4America was that 
England hoped the Americans would 
win. For this our reputation was 
dragged through the Continental 
mire until it was only less foul that 
it is to-day. Ini America, it was 
raised sky high. Now, after the lapse 
of three years and more, it is seen 
that. public opinion in 1898 was 
entirely in the wrong! It was Eng- 
land who wished ill to the States, 
and Continental Europe who aided 
them! The events in the Bay of 
Manila were all misread! When one 
meets with “facts” like these, then it 
is that one most pities the historian. 

Apart, however, from these recent 
discussions, [we see little in Mr. 
Stead’s indictment at which America 
need take umbrage. The Kaiser, 
we may well believe, has one aim in 
view, the welfare of his country. Is 
it inevitable that the well-being of 
one land need necessarily be to the 
detriment of another?” We cer- 
tainly cannot see why. All are 
members of one great bedy, and 
as we are told in Sacred Writ, if 
one member suffers all the others 
suffer with it, while if one rejoices all 
the rest rejoice with it. Some of the 
schemes attributed to the Kaiser are 
quite as unimaginable in practical 
life as are the Utopian plans of Mr. 
Stead himself. It will be plain com 
mon sense and hard fact that will 
settle the relations between the 
United States and Germany. More- 
over, reciprocity is in the air.

THE YUEH-HAN 
RAILWAY. 


21st Februar: 

Tr is very satisfactory to know ti 
work on the Canton-Hankow railway 
(Yueh being the classical name for 
Canton, and Han the first syllable of 
Hankow) is to be begun at once, and 
that the concession has not been 
transferred entirely to the Belgians 
as was at one time reported, though 
King Leopold owns a large block of 
the stock of the American China 
Development Company, which has 
undertaken the construction of the 
line. ‘The “New York Journal of 
Commerce” of the 19th ult. has a long 
and very interesting article on the 
subject, from which we take many of 
the facts which follow. It will no 
doubt be remembered that the con- 
cession was originally obtained by 
the late Senator Calvin S. Brice, the 
necessary surveys having been made 
under the direction of the eminent 
‘American engineer Mr. William 
Barclay Parsons, who is one of the 
directors of the new Company and 
the chief consulting engineer of the 
line, ‘Lhe other directors are Messrs. 
August Belmont, F. W. Whitridze, 
©. A. Whittier, and Pierre Mali, all 
of New York, and A. Thys and J. de 
Voider of Brussel, the two last repre- 
senting the Belgian interest in the

Company. The necessary capital 
has been subscribed, and is in 
the hands of the banking firm 





of J. P. Morgan & Co. “It is ex- 
pected.” says the “ Journal of Com- 
merce.” “that a general manager will 
be dispatched to China during the 
present month (January) to make 
necessary preparations for beginning 
construction, and that construction 
will follow shortly thereafter. ‘The 
announcement will be received with 
special satisfaction by all who desire 
to see the development of railroad 
enterprise in the Far Eas', because 
fan impression had gone abroad tl 
the American concession for this 
railway had been sold out to fureign 
interests. The fact is that though 
foreign capital has been freely sub- 
scribed to the stock of the company, 
its control is still firmly in American 
hands, as the composition of the 
Board of Directors sufficiently indi- 
cates.” This is, in fact, another in- 
ternational company like the Chinese 
Engineering and Mining Compan 
and. the tendency in China evidently 
is to give these grent enterprises an 
international character, which is an- 
other guarantee of the maintenance 
of the open door. 

The proposed length of the main 
line between Hankow and Canton 
js about 750 miles, which will be 
brought up to about 900 miles by 
the branch lines immediately con- 
templated. “Against this enter- 

















prise,” we are told, “the Impe 
Chinese Government is to i: 
bonds to the amount of $ 
(£8,500,000); these bonds to be turned 
over to the American China Develop- 
ment Company, under its contract 
with the Chinese Government. The 
bonds are a gold issne, bearing in- 
terest at the rate of five per cent and 
running for fifty years. ‘The market- 
ing of these securities will add an- 
other to the numerous new departures 
which have been made by American 
bankers in the past few years.

China is the proper lever by which 
the Governments of Great Britain 
and the United States may be 
moved to interest themselves actively 
in the welfare of that country. 
Only by such a policy can the pre- 
datory Powers be kept from ravaging 
China and precipitating anarchy and 
ruin among the largest population on 
the face of theearth.

THE UNITED STATES 


NOTE. 
22nd February. 
THERE is no ambiguity or uncer- 
tainty about the note sent on the 
first instant from Washington to 
Russia and China. The United States 
has got a President who knows his 
own mind and says what he thinks. 
Our Peking correspondent told us 
recently that the Powers having 
objected to Russia's proposition that 
she should give up Manchuria— 
which she originally promised to do 
without conditions—on condition 
that China gave her the exclusive 
right of mining: and building rail- 
roads there, Russia proposed as an 
alternative that this right should be 
given to the Russo-Chinese Bank, 
which was to be regarded for that 
purpose as a private institution, 
entirely unconnected with the Rus- 
sian Government. It is against this 














last proposition that President Roose- { 


velt’s note is directed; and so that 
Russia may not feel offended, the 
note is sent to China as well, though 
of course it is as well known in 
Washington as it is here that China 
was not voluntarily offering this con- 
cession. As we have said, there is 
no ambiguity or uncertainty about 
the note; it declares plainly that 
“to grant any corporation” (such as 
the Russo-Chinese Bank, for instance) 
“exclusive mining, railroad, or other 
rivi'eges in Manchuria would be a 





reach” of the existing Treaties 
which the United Srates would 
view with the gravest concern.” 


This builds a bridge by which both 
China and Rnssia can get out of the 
difficulty; they simply had no idea 
that any Power would regard the 
proposition as a breach of existing 
treaties. This note from V ington 
fits in well with the Anglo-Japanese 
Agreement, and shows, what indeed 
we know already, that the United 
States, though not formally a party 
to that agreement, is working in 
sympathy with the two Powers be- 
tween whom it is made. The Agree- 
ment is already beginning to be 
efficient. The telegram that we 
publish this morning says that Lord 
Cranborne, the Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, has informed’ the 
House of Commons that Russia has 
stated that she intends to restore 
the Customs at Newchwang to the 
Chinese administration as soon as 
circumstances permit, and that there 
is no question of the good faith of this 
declaration. It becomes the business 

















of Russia now to show what are the 
circumstances that prevent her carry- 
ing out this good intention promptly. 
‘The Powers claim to keep the 
government of ‘Tien in their own 
hands, because the Protocol gives 
them the right to keep open the road 
from Peking to the sea, and Tientsin 
was the centre of the attack on 
foreigners in 1900. Russia may 
argue that Newchwang is on her 
road from Manchuria to the sea, 
which to a limited extent is true; 
but Newchwang has never been 
a dangerous centre of opposition to 
foreigners as Tientsin has been. 














THE DANGER OF 


INFECTION.

Salus populi suprema lee, The 


care of the public health is the highest 
law. There is no higher duty laid 
upon the Municipal Council than the 
safeguarding of the health of this 
large population, and this duty has 
been always recognised by the Coun- 
cil and fulfilled as completely as the 
constitution of our republic which is 
contained in the Land Regulations 
allows. But when an emergency 
arises, it will not do for the Council 
to confine itself too straitly within 
the four corners of the Regulations, 
which, drawn up as they were for a 
small foreign community, cannot 
provide exhaustively for the needs of 
such a large city as Shanghai ha 
become. An emergency has arisen 
now. Ina long drought such as we 
are experiencing Shanghai is parti- 
cularly liable to epidemics; and at 
snch a time the Council must be 
prepared to strain their powers in 
their battle with infection. ‘They 
have done this safely before and they 
may do it safely again, if they take 
care to get the consent and appro’ 
of the Consular Body, and this con- 
sent has never been wanting in the 
past when the action proposed to be 
taken by the Council was nezessary 
for the public security, and the 
end desired was not to be other- 
wise attained. To make a_prac- 
fice of straining the Land Regu- 
lations, or to strain them at all 
except at a crisis which cannot be 
met without doing so, would be a 
grave mistake; bu when a case of 
real necessity’ arises, in which the 
Consular Body agree with the Coun- 
cil—and the common sense of the 
Consular Body may be trusted to 
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lead them to a right conclusion,—it 
is the duty of the Council to put 
aside their scruples and act vigorously 
and promptly. 





EDUCATION 
IN HONGKONG.— 
THE ELLIS KADOORIE 
CHINESE SCHOOL 
SOCIETY. 


24th February. 

Tne system at present obtaining 
in Hongkong makes some provision 
more or less adequate for the youth 
of all nationalities residing there. 
On the other hand, true to its tradi- 
tional policy, the British government 
makes no special provision for the 
sons of its own race. The con- 
sequence is that from time to time 
Britishers have agitated that English 
schools should be opened for Euro~ 
pean children only and, we believe, 
that there are hopes more or less 
well grounded that ere long some- 
thing will be done in that direction. 

The schools at present at work in 
the colony comprise such institutions 
as Queen’s College, and the Diocesan 
School ; also day schools, where an 
elementary education can be secured 
by the Chinese, and vernacular 
schools for the children of the poor. 
In addition to these, many Chinese 
and Eurasians, whose ambition and 
need of dollars at any rate equal 
their attainments, attempt to teach 
English to their fellow-countrymen, 
Perhaps at present for its size 
there is mo more effective ed- 
ucational establishment in Hongkong 
than the Divcesan School under the 
careful and able control of Mr. G. 
Piercy, who is the son uf the Rev. G. 
Pierey, the first Wesleyan Missionary 
to China. Many Eurasians who are 
sent from different ports along the 
China coast board are there, and there 

re also a large number of Chinese day 

scholars. In this school moreover 
the Christian religion is taught, and 
is regarded as an essential part of the 
education given. This notwithstand- 
ing, the school has gradually risen in 
efficiency and well-do-do Chinese do 
not hesitate to place the education 
of their children under Mr. Piercy’s 
charge. Here fees are regularly 
charged. 

In the large majority of schools in 
Hongkong the tuition is free. ‘The 
Government demands that certain 
subjects shall be taught, and at the 
end of the year, after a searching ex- 
mination by the Goverament In- 
spector, grants are made according 
to the attainments of the scholars, 
the number of attendances during 
the year, and the general proficiency 
of those who come up for examina- 
tion. The children generally do 
well. . 

There is no doubt that a good 











many of the children get a smattering 
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of English which is greatly sought 
after by all classes at present, because 
it is of great marketable value, but 
the English is by no means classical 
but is rather English “as she is 
spoke.” The pyor tuv learn a fair 
number of Chinese characters and 
the explanation of some of them. 
‘Phey a'so learn to write. Sonie of 
these vernacular schools have how- 
ever at present but a very precarious 
existence, for the abnormal rise in 
rents in Hongkong has rendered it 
well-nigh impossible that they should 
be kept open except at a pecuniary 
loss) Many of these vernacular 
schools are under the control of the 
different Missionary bodies who are 
responsible to the Government for 
their good order, and as the Govern- 
ment do not interfere with religious 
teaching provided the set work is 
well done, some elementary Christian 
trath is also taught. The Govern- 
meut last year made an extra grant 
to meet the difficulty of increased 
rent; but it is believed by some, at 
any rate, that the pressure is too 
great and that in the future, these 
schools will be lessened in number. 

‘Phe present system was, we believe, 
mainly the result of the genius of the 
Rev. Dr. Ritel, and during the last 
twenty years or so, ib has done good 
work. Meanwhile it is felt in some 
quarters that there is need for some 
improvement, and a commission has 
been appointed to sit and examine 
into the whole question and to report 
and advise thereon. 

During the year 1901 a new educa- 
tional agency has started work in 
Hongkong, which appears to have 
won the sympathy and has called 
forth the liberality of the wealth 
Chinese, and which, it is believed, 
will develop into something very 
considerable in the near future. If 
if succeeds it will interfere somewhat 
with some of the existing institu- 
tions, This new agency is called 
“The Ellis Kadoorie Chinese School 
Society.” 

The founder of this Society’ whose 
name it bears has proved his deep 
interest in the undertaking by a 
personal donation of $40,000. ‘This 
sum large as it is has been greatly 
increased by sulstantial subscrip- 
tions of wealthy Chinese, of whom 
there is no lack either in Hongkong 
or Canton. There is now a consider- 
able sum available for the successful 
launching of the new scheme. At 
the close of the last Chinese year, 
the Society had opened but one 
school, which is in the centre of the 
most populous part of Hongkong. 
This however is but a beginning, 
and it is maturing plans which will 
bring the blessings of a good educa- 
tion within the reach of thousands of 
youths who may be willing to avail 
themselves of it. Its next step is to 
open,a school in Canton and we are 
informed that already suitable pre- 
mises have been secured, and that 





as soon as the festivities connected 
with the Chicese New Year were 
over, the great trading port of the 
South would have its school. The 
next city to be entered is Shanghai, 
which, it is reported, will have its 
school some time in March of this 
year. These three cities are justly 
regarded as the most important 
of China from a commercial point 
of view, and therefore they have 
been selected. But the good work 
of this Society will not end here. 
It is proposed to open schoo!s in 
many other important cities, which 
will, in addition to giving a good 
education to those who seek it, be 
object lessons to those who at present 
are living in intellectual darkness. 
The project is ambitious, but one 
which will claim the sympathy of! 
all lovers of progress whatever may 
be their nationality or their faith, 
and we shall watch with great in- 
terest the development of this new 
undertaking. 

The school in Hongkoug is for- 
tunate in securing the services of| 
Mr. Braidwood, who has had a good 
deal of experience in the teaching of! 
the youth of that colony. He will be 
assisted by an English Assistant 
Master, four Anglo-Chinese teachers, 
and four Chinese teachers, whose 
duty it will be to teach Chinese and 
nothing else. If therefore it is pos- 
sible fora Chinese youth to secure 
at the same time both a good occi- 
dental and oriental education, he 
need not fear to fail because of the 
inefficiency of the teaching staff pro- 
vided here. There are some who 
doubt whether this is possible. The 
acquirement of Chinese is snch a 
drudgery, and demands so much 
time that were it done effectively 
the modern side must suffer. Of 
course the Chinese youth can 
get “enough to get slong with,” 
and in Hongkong a little seems to 
goa long way, but this is equivalent to 
being uneducated in the estimation of 
advanced Chinese scholars. However, 
this difficulty will solve itself in time 
and it will be discovered what a 
student can and cannot accomplish. 
The main object of this “Chinese 
School Society” is to give a good 
English education, that the youth of 
China may free itself from the swad- 
dling-bands of their own creation, and 
step out into the freedom of modern 
intellectual life. 

‘The school io Hongkong has caught 
on, and the report given by the Head 
Master, though the school had been 
opened but a few weeks, will show 
that the Chinese are going to patron- 
ise it. He says: “On the opening 
day, 116 pupils presented themselves, 
and when I took charge of the school 
—which I did on the 10th of Octo- 
ber—the number had risen to 155 
and on the 7th of November there 
were 194 pupils, or two more than 
the accommodation provided for, 
Additional seating for 32 scholars was 


at once provided. The school was 
then in a position to teach 230 boys 
and that is its present capacity. The 
number on the Register that is 
actually in attendance is 234, and the 
Hon. Secretary assures me that 
he has received dozens of applications 
for admission. By utilising our 
interior space to the utmost, I think 
it is possible to provide for 30 or 
40 additional pupils. You will see 
therefore, that the question of exten- 
sion is one that will have to be 
considered in the near future.” Of 
course “new brooms sweep clean.” 
Still there is no reason to think that 
the interest of the Chinese in this 
new opportunity that has been provi- 
ded for them will be ephemeral, but 
that as they gradually begin to under- 
stand the advantages that are open 
to them, they will flock to the school 
in yet larger numbers. 

The education in these schools is 
free. In so far as this is so, it 
will at first, perhaps, attract scholars 
from other ‘ciucational institutions of 
the colony, but we must bear in mind 
the fact that each year the youths who 
are seeking an English’ education 
are rapidly increasing in number, 
and so is the number of those who 
are able and willing to pay for an 
education, when they are satisfied 
that they will get what they pay for 
and the Chinese are not alone in this 
habit. 

The establishment of this school 
has been bitterly opposed by Hung 
Ka-yu Canton. "He is the President 
of the college which Chang Chih-tung 
founded during his rule over the Two 
Kuang. The famous Viceroy built 
this college at a large cost, and speci- 
ally equipped it in order to encour- 
age Chinese learning, and every 
facility is offered to Chinese youth to 
enter an‘l drink deep from the wells 
of Chinese literature. The present 
Head Master therefore has blown 
his blast against the innovation of 
ish school, and warned the 
Viceroy on his throne and the beggar 
on his dunghill of the threatening 
danger. Mr. Kadoorie is a British 
subject, and these British should 
be feared “even when they ate 
bringing in gifts.” Indeed that Mr. 
Kadoorie, being a British subject 
and a Jew, should be wishful to 
assist the Chinese is utterly incom- 
prehensible to the enlightened mind 
of Mr. Hung, for never having done 
or attempted such a thing himself, 
he does not believe that such an act 
is possible. Thus snd thus and 
further he has tried to embitter the 
minds of his fellow-countrymen. 
Probably he sees that his own prestige 
is threatened, and he does not hesi- 
tate to defend himself at the expense 
of truth and the good name of Mr. 
Kadoorie. 

But His Excellency Viceroy Tao 
has entered the lists against this 
retrogressionist Confucianist, and 





rudely pulverised him. “You Hung- 
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Ka-yu regard yourself as a man of 
wisdom; why do you not read the 
signs of the times? Instead of this, 
you make up your mind and stub- 
bornly follow a course, regardless of| 
where it may lead you.” The modern 
system will be established notwith- 
standing the antagonism of the 
illustrious principal of the college, 
and will in time totally eclipse Mr. 
Hung and all his satellites. 





“MATTER IN THE 
WRONG PLACE’—AND 
AT THE WRONG TIME. 


25th February. 


In the recently published minutes 
of a Council meeting, our readers 
probably noticed a reference to an 
article which appeared in these 
columns on the 29th ult., entitled 
“The Dissemination of Disease.” 
Judging, however, from the authorised 
publication of a memorandum sub- 
mitted to the Council, its subject 
should either have been “ Fluctua- 
tion in Prices,” or “When will the 
Tael reach Bottom?” One sentence, 
and one only, could have hurt the 
feelings of the most sensitive member 
of the Council’s or any other staff. 
Respecting the improvement in 
dairies and laundries, we wrote “It 
is tre that we have to pay for it in 
more ways than one.” We did not 
wish to insinuate that our improved 
sanitation was adding obnoxious 
financial burdens, and there was 
nothing in the article to suggest suc: 
a desire. Why the Council should 
reply by publishing a curtailed 
market list is best known to itself. 
It is interesting to see that beef, 
fowls, and eggs cost exetly twice ax 
much to-day as they did in 1870, and 
that samli and snipe, though in just 
as grext. abundance as ever, have 
doubled in price, but none of these 
things touch the point of our article. 
We do pay more for washing, and 
more for most things. That is a 
matter of common knowledge and 
common regret. But we never 
imagined that the Council or any 
members of its staff were to blame 
for it. 

Our object in writing the article 
in question was, we should have 
thought, plain enough. Subsequent 
events have added point to what was 
then said. There is a section or 
department of the Council’s work 
that needs reorganisation in certain 
ways. We hinted at some, and de- 
tailed others. The department is 
the scavenging department. As we 
said, no better means of scattering 
disease germs broadeast could be sug- 
gested than those in daily use by the 
coolies whose business it is to remove 
refuse. Even the insanitary China- 
man will try to get rid of anything 
that he knows to be infected with 
emall-pox or scarlet fever, What 








does he do with it He puts it into 
his dust bin, where with the weather 
we have had, it will have had a 
sufficient number of hours to become 
nicely dry and fit for transplanting 
whatever germs the coolies can shake 
out of it in the morning. 


How does the Council reply to this, | 


the crucial point of our leader? It 
rakes up an old notification which 
tells the community that they are 
not to be permitted to place refuse 
in the streets at a later hour than 
6 am. in the summer or 7 a.m, in 
the winter, and that the police are 
to see that this regulation is kept. 
So far as it goes, and with th 
present system, that is all very 








well. But it leaves the collec. 
tion where it was. Surely it must 
be plain to everybody that what 
is wanted is not a rule as to the 
time when rubbish may be put into 
the streets, but one defining strictly 
the time when it is to be taken away. 
What is the use of having the refuse 
boxes in the street at six, or five, or 
four o'clock, if the carts do not come 
round till ten? So far as the public 
is concerned, it would be more con- 
ducive to health for the rubbish to be 
brought out at the time the cart 
comes along, rather than have it laid 
open to every puff of wind along the 
road ot down the alley-way 

The whole system needs recasting. 
Everything offensive to health should 
as far as possible be done while men 
sleep, and we hope the next regula- 
tion of the Council witl lay down an 
early hour, not Inter than five all 
the year round, when the dust carts 
shall have finished their work, and 
not be on the point of beginning it. 
Ir is generally acknowledged that the 
type of cart, also, needs entire change, 
Instead of being as high as possible, 
it should be as low as possible, for 
obvious reasons. Another improve- 
ment in detail would be the employ 
ment of the coolie who leads the 
horse or mule in some more useful 
and profitable work. As it is, his 
duty is to stand by doing nothing 
while the others throw dust into the 
air, We are wrong in saying that he 
does nothing. He keeps a look-ont 
for any foreigner who may be piss 
ing, and orders the dust-heavers to 
cease dissemination for the moment 
so that the susceptible vitlander may 
not be infected. He pays no atten- 
tion whatever to a native, an invi 
ous distinction which is evidently 
the result of instructions. In pass- 
ing, it may be noted that as the 
morning gets on, and the number of 
foreign passengers increases, a scav- 
enging party thus wastes considerably 
more than half its time. As a farther 
matter of detail we shou'd give to 
the look-out in question a pair of gar- 
den buckets with which he should 
precede the cart for the purpose of 
sprinkling very thoroughly every 














heap of dry refuse on his way, replen- 
ishing his buckets from the hydrants 











en route. This would at any rate 
abate the dust nuisance. But as we 
have said, the only satisfactory reform 
will be that which ensures the 
removal of rubbish before people are 
about. Is this too much to ask, con- 
sidering the acknowledged danger of 
the present system ? 





THE PLAGUE AT 
WOOSUNG. 
25th February. 


By the promptness of Captain 
eters of the P. & O. S. Ballarat, of 
Dr. Reid and of the Customs author- 
ies here, Shanghai has been saved, it 
is hoped, from a very grave danger, 
The Ballaarat, which arrived at Woo- 
sung on the 20th instant with the 
English mail, had two almost sudden 
deaths on board shortly after she 
arrived. Captain Peters reported the 
circumstances at once, and Dr. Reid, 
the Customs Health Officer, went 
down to Woosung, found that the 
deaths were suspicious, and took 
upon himself the responsibility of 
ordering the steamer at once into 
quarantine Mr. Tyler, the Act- 
ing Harbour-Master, went down the 
next day with Dr. Jackson, the quar- 
antine station was immediately man- 
ned and reopened, and three other 
cases of suspicions jilness un board 
the Bullaarat were seut off to the 
station. In the meantime, a_micro- 
scopic examinition by Dr. Stanley, 
the Municipal Health Officer, had 
shown that the deaths reported 
were from bubonic plague. More than 
this, when a storeroom on the vessel 
was opened to be disinfected, it was 











found to be litrered with dead 
rats, ‘The debt that Shanghai 
owes to the eommander of the 





arat for his prompt disclosure 
of the conditions existing on board 
his ship is a very large one. If the 
Bailaarat had come up in the usual 
course to the wharf at Shanghai, and 
some of her infected rats had got 
ashore, as they undoubtedly would 
have done, the results wo’ t almost 
certainly have been disastrous. ‘the 
Actiug Harbour Master and the 
Customs Health Officer must share 
the praise for promp itude and deci- 
sion that we have claimed for Cap- 
tain Peters. 

As will be learnt from the Harbour 
Notification issued this morning, the 
Chungpaosha sanitary station is now 
in operation again, and it is rather a 
pity that it was ever closed. All vessels 
arriving from Formosa and from 
southern ports are declared “suspect- 
ed vessels,” and have to be inspected 
by the Customs Health officer on 
arrival at Woosung; and it is earn- 
esily hoped that with these precan- 
tions we shall continue to secure the 
immunity from plague that we have 
so far been fortunate enough to 
enjoy. 
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THE PUBLIC HEALTH. | 
26th February. 

Ir the Municipal Council rises to 
a full conception of its duties in 
regard to the maintenance of the 
public health, it will open an Isolation 
Hospital for fever enses at once, even 
if the Town Hall has to be used 
temporarily for the purpose. We 
shall perhaps best preface our remarks 
by reprinting the following extract 
from the Municipal Health Officer’s 
report for January :— 

“ Eleven cases of scarlet fever were 
notified and four deaths occurred 
from this disease, Until the present 
winter, 1893 has been the only year 
in which deaths from scarlet fever 
have been registered among the 
foreign population. Scarlet fever is, 
therefore, practically a new disease 
to Shanghai, and ‘the exceptional 
incidence during this winter is prob- 
ably due to introduction of the dis- 
case by foreign immigrants. As would 
be expected with a comparatively 
new disease against which evolution 
has afforded no natural immunity, 
scarlet fever has been of a virulent 
type among the native population. 





In England the disease has a 
comparatively trivial case-fatality 


of some 5 per cent, but in Shanghai 
16 per cent of cases have terminated 
fatally among the foreign population. 
It is probable that the passage of 
the disease through the susceptible 
Chinese has led to an increase of in- 
tensity of virus. Although a large 
amount of disinfection has been done 
in houses, both native and foreign, 
where cases have arisen, this, as 
would be expected, has not limited 
the outbreak to any great extent, 
which shows the necessity for a pro- 

erly equipped Isolation Hospital for 1 
Both foreigners and Chinese, and for 
means of compulsory isolation of cases 
among vagrants, and where means of 
isolation in private houses are in- 
sufficient. 

“Among the Chinese population ! 
the number of deaths during the 
month was 631; being at the rate of 
18 per thousand per annum, ‘There 
were but seven deaths from small- 
pox. 120 deaths were attributable | 
to scarlet fever.” 

Dr. Stanley, it will be seen, dwells 
upon the necessity for “a properly 
equipped Isolation Hospital for both 
foreigners and Chinese, and for means 
of compulsory isolation of cases among 
vagrants, and where means of isola~ 
tion in private houses are insufficient.” 
‘There are a large number of for- 
eigners in Shanghai living in houses 
spacious and commodious enough to 
allow of isolation being properly 
carried out if an inmate of the house 
is attacked with scarlet fever; but) 
there are a very large number of for- 
eigners whose means do not permit 
them to carry out the necessary 
isolation, and the constant increase 
in rents here makes this condition 
every year more prevalent. The 




















people who live in small houses, 
peop'e not poor but in mode- 
rately comfortable circumstances, 
with limited sleeping accommodation, 
cannot possibly properly isolate a 
member of their family who is 
attacked by an infectious disease. 
The only resource is the General 
Hospital, which is not designed to 
receive infectious cases, and which 
is constantly crowded. The lowest 
charge at the General Hospital is 
$1.75 a day; a scarlet fever patient 
Tequires isolation for six weeks; 
which involves an expense that 
people of moderate means find it 
impossible to meet. The conse- 
quence is that the patient has to be 
treated at home and becomes in- 
evitably a source of danger to the 
whole community. 

This is the main point; isolation 
is of no benefit to the patient: it 
does not accelerate his cure or add 
to his comfort; in fact, most sufferers 
would much rather b left in theic 
own homes than taken off to a_hos- 
pital, however well appointed. Isola- 
tion is prescribed as a safeguard to 
the community ; and it is therefore the 
community, whose representative is 
the municipality, that must make 
the necessary provision for isolation. 
The ratepayers must face the duty in 
their own interest, and recognising as 
they must that it is in their interest 
to do it, they may confidently be 
called on, as in the past, whenever 
danger menaces them. Steps should 
be taken at once to op:n and equip 
a temporary hospital ; no doubt to use 
the Town Hall for this purpose would 
be an extreme measure, but it isa 
measure that must be taken ifuo other 
place can be found. What is impera- 
tive is thatan Isolation Hospital shall 
be provided as promptly as possible, 
unless the Health Officer can assure 
the Council that the epidemic of 
scarlet fever is disappearing. 

So far we have only dealt with 
foreign fever patients ; what is to be 
done with the large number of native 
cases is a more difficult matter. At 
any rata, it cannot be right to do 
nothing. ‘There are, we know, g 
difficulties in the way of isolating 
natives attacked with an infectious 
disease in such a densely populated 
city as the Foreign Settlements now 
are; but it is this density of the 
population that emphasises the neces- 
sity for isolation, Wedo not doubt, 
however, that the able Secretary of 
the Council and the Health Officer, 
in consultation with the Mixed Court 
magistrate and the heads of the 
principal Chinese guilds, can soon 
elaborate a working plan. Recent 
events at Woosung have warned us 
again that we cannot be certain of 
successfully warding off the plague 
for an indefinite period, and it will 
be a good thing to get into working 
order a system that will be forced on 
us if the plague sbould get a footing 
here in Shanghai.

It is from 
this classic speech that our city is said 
to derive its name.

The Real Animus of the Chinese 
towards foreigners, at least those outside the 
tion limits, is far from being improved. 
‘There is no likelihood of anuther attack on 
the Legations, but all others have less guar- 
antee of safety and protection than in 
former years; Chinese Christians have eren 
more to fear. It is pretty well-known 
among the Chinese, especially the o.ticial 
class, that European Powers are not deter- 
mined on the protection of Chinese who 
accept the foreigner’s religion, and also care 
but little about their own nationals 
who are missivnaries. Even the French 
Protectorate has received a shock from the 
bho ee ave noe od = the 
iaily paper published in Pekin a 
Sapsnde® ani under the patronage. of 
Governor Ch‘en Pi, an article on the charges 
of loot by General Voyron against the 
Catholic priests. 
The Dispute over the Imperial 
University 
has reached one stage of settlement. The 
Foreign Olfice has instructed Chang Pai-hsi, 
the new Chancellor, to pay the salaries of 
the faculty in full to the end of the year. 
It is not known whether he will now 
dismiss them on three months’ notice, 
or will retain them as the faculty for the 
future.* ‘There is a growing rumour that 
Japanese are to be en; in place of 
Europeans, It would be strange, indeed, 
if the interest money deposited in the 
Russo-Chinese Bank in connection with the 
Russian Railway in Manchuria should be 
used to pay Japanese Professors in the 
University; and it would also be strange 
if “Eastern Sea” men (Japanese) should 
be called upon to teach the learning of 
“ Western Sea” men es yeans). It is 
probable, however, that Dr. Martin, will be 
retained as President. 


The American Commission. 
Americans view with pleasure the appoint- 
ment on the American tariff comission 
of Minister Conger, — Consul-General 
Goodnow and Mr. Seaman. ‘The Ameri- 
cans will have less work to do, being able 
to follow tho results of the British ‘com- 
mission. 
The Order in Peking 
is better than residents have known in 
the past. In the first place Yuan Shih- 
Kai's soldiers under General Chiang aro 
kept on patrol during the night, and, as 
they are urmed, local thieves are less in- 
clined to try their escapades. ‘Then the 
policing of the city is gradually improving. 
All the northern part of the city is policed 
by. men who have been trained in the

often traced to the foreign soldiers 
and Chinese brothels or European 
saloons.

The Real Rulers of China. 

The chief confidential advisers of the 
«Empress Dowager are the First Grand 
Secretary Yung Lu, and the head eunuch, 
Li Lien-ying. ‘There is the same depen- 
dence on Yung Lu as was formally placed 
on Prince Tuan. What move is to be taken 
next no one can imagine. There is change 
rather than reform. Extravagance in high 
places exists even more than was believed 
in by Prince Tuan.

The Peking University. 

The latest excitement during this Chinese 
New Year festival season has been the action 
of the Chinese Government concerning the 
Imperial University. ‘The action was due 
to the pressure brought to bear by the 
faculty for arrears of salary. ‘The Foreign 
Office decided that the salaries of all the 
foreign professors should be paid from the 
Inst payment to the end of the Chinese 
year, and that the Chinese Chancellor, 
Chang Pui-hsi, should be responsible for 

ayment after that date. ‘The Chancellor 
chen informed the Ps lent and the faculty 
that their salaries would be — paid 
up three months in advance with 
one hundred tacls extra, and that tho 














services of all of them would end 
therewith. Thus the Imperial University 
is an institution without a faculty. 


‘The Chancellor does not intend to reopen 
till some time in the semmer. It is re- 
postes, however, that Dr. Robert Coltman 
has been asked to remain as assistant in 
the new management to the Chancellor. 
‘The members of the faculty thus dismissed 
are two Americans, President Martin and 
Dr. Colman ; two Englishmen, Professor 
Allardyce and Professor Bailie ; one Ger- 
man, Professor von Broen; one Frenchman, 
Professor de Gieter ; one Russian, Professor 
Borodavkin; and one Japanese, Professor 
Nishigori. The Chinese instructors have 
been left without pay from the beginning 
of the siege, and are not likely to secure 
any remuneration. We understand that 
most of them had some form of agree- 
ment, either with the previous Chancellor, 
or with the President, but, being China- 
men, they need expect but little in the 
money line. 


Reason for Dismissal. 

"The reason for the dismissal of Dr. 
Martin and his faculty seems, on the sur- 
face, to be because they insisted that 
theit contracts should be observed, while 
the new Chancellor did not. care to pay up 
past salaries, and did not hold himself 
responsible for what his predecessors had 
done. According to the contrarts, euch 
professor must on dismissal be given three 
months’ notice, with three inonths’ pay- 
ment in advance. During all these months 
the University has had no Chancellor, aud 
no professor has had word of his dism 
The Chancellor and others, on the other 
hand, consider it a little hard to pry for 
services never rendered, at a time that 
China has been in gv 
Drought about by her own folly. 
not be lost sight of that Dr. 
been here for nearly a year waiting on 
Prince Ching and the Government to resus- 
citate the University, and has been busily 
occupied inimportantiranslation work.

The lists are prefaced by a prelude, 
evidently addressed_mainly to the Chief 
Musician in the lassies and harping 
away on the great and superabundant value 
of those fundamental writings. Tow rd 
the close he warns his readers that to ‘love 
the new and rejoice in the strange is to 
bring about seli-destruction.” From all 
accounts, such was the actual fact as far as 
getting a degree was concerned, in the 
prefectures where he held examinations last 
fall. The foreign list, while containing one 
good arithmetic, chiefly consists of books 
out of date, several lists f scientific terms, 
ascientific magazine, defunct some eight 
or ten years ago, ete. ; te whole being 
thrown together without regard to order. 

lance at the list shows that in mathemat- 
s, this gem of the Hunlins has made @ 
clean jump from algebra to trigonometry, 
evidently differing with Euclid as toth« value 
of geometry and its applications. The 
issuing of such a list strongly indicatos a 
wilful misleading of the students entrusted 
for three years to this man’s care, for he 
could have had—in fact it is certain that a 
list of text-books, now in common use 
in the foreign-conducted schools of China, 
was presented to him, but no use was made 
of it. The whole performance serves to 
demonstrate that men are more important 
than measures, and it is futile for the 
‘Throne to expect any results worth men- 
tioning as due to irs efforts so long as it 
appoints to, or leaves in office, men who 
are opposed to the measures promulyated, 
This was happily illustrated by H. E.

The Condition of the Country. 
Reports vary concerning the condition 
of different sections of the country round 


about Tientsin, 
appears to be in the neighbournood of 
c 


finliangeh‘eng, a village about half-way | 


between this and Taku. Robbers seem to 


be numerous there, and trouble is of | 


frequent occurrence. Tientsin itself is not 
reo from thievery and assault as it 
might be, or as it would be in the belief 
of not a few, were it under the control of 
the Chinese authorities. It seems to be 
a fact that foreigners do not understand 
how to govern the Chinese as well as their 
own officials. It is true thnt the foreign 
administration is much more honest than 
twas the Chinese, as is evidenced by the 
fact that after paying good salaries to all 
employees, and iering paid large sums for 
public iiprovements in the imme inte 
Vicinity of Tientsin as well as on the 

improvement scheme, there is still « large 
sun in the bank for the completion of the 
latter; more, probably, than will be needed. 


The Weakness of Foreign Rule. 
‘And jf the foreign administration was 
+ able to ferret out crime as well as the 
Chinese can, and administered punishment 
with due severity, as well as justice, their 
Government would certainly be a great 
improvement over the Chinese at their 
bost. But this they cannot do. Their 
underlings are quite as likely to take bribes 
and screen the guilty as are those of the 
Chinese yamén, and probably more so, 
Because tite foreigner is more lenient with 
the bribe-taker than is the Chinese official 
bribe-shater when he deoms it necessary 
to punish, be the foreigner open or not to 
nk perquisites. And in general it may 
be said that the foreigner with his Western 
ideas on the subject of punishment is apt 
to mitigate the punishment so much that 
it loses much of its restraining influence on 
the Oriental, who by no means apprecintes 
Ienioncy or ‘kindness at its real value. 
With him it means weakness, or fear, oF 
it is invested with some other motive or 
reason than the real one. For the law- 
abiding, respectable Chinese, the Pro- 
visional Government is a vast improve- 
ment over the old Chinese administration, 
‘and they are not slow to acknowledge it ; 
but for the suppression of the rowdy class 
and the diminution of crime, they must take 
‘a secondary place until the Chinese have a 
keenor moral sense, or the Government 
becomes better acquainted with Chinese 
methods and their application, and is better 
served. 


The Value of Tientsin 

as a hunting-ground is indicated by the 
fact above-mentioned as to large expendi- 
tures and a large reserve, and also by 
this, that the new Viceroy, Yuan Shih- 
Krai. has offered all tue officers of the T. 
P.G. a year’s salary in advance if they will 
yaeate and allow tho Chinese to resume 
control again. There is little doubt but 
that the Chinese authorities can govern 
their own people better than the foreign- 
er, excepting the respectable portion of 
the community, and for this reason some 
‘think it would be the part of wisdom for

the Provisional Government to vacate, 
as well as for the reason that they are in 
an abnormal position in exercising control 
of territory over which they have no right 
save that acquired by war, now over, and 
which abnormal right should now be sur- 
rendered to the rightful authorities. There 
‘are two sides to the question, and opinion 
4s divided, even among the Chinese, I 
understand. 

More About the Country. 

‘The writer recently had occasion to visit 
a section of country about 25 or 30 miles 
N.W. of Tien’ General quiet prevail- 
ed, and the attitude of the people towards 
the foreigner was respectful and kindly. 
A few ex-Boxer roughs w-re threatening 
the lives of some of the Christians whose 
relatives they had killed on their return 
from Tientsin after the troubles, and 
whose village had been severely punished 
by a punitive expedition at the time; but 
they deem it wiso not to appear too much 
in public, to live away from home, and not 
to remain for too long a time in one place. 
‘The Official promises that they shall be 
looked after. The people generally would 
be glad if the country was well rid of such 
characters. One thing which occurred 
while Iwas in that section is causing 
some feeling of anxiety, and may be a 
source of further trouble. 

A Curious Story. 

Agents of the Catholics were going 
around marking such ttees of different 
villages as appeared to bo suitable for their 
building purposes. They placed their own 
price on the trees, and required the owners 
to dig them up and deliver at the place 
designated, a village about 100 li distant 
from this ‘section, where their converts 
suffered losses last year,and where they 
propose to restore the houses and build a 
chapel with wood secured in this way, and 
from this distance. They made no dis- 
crimination as to who was the owner of 
the trees. Tho prices fixed wore only 
about one-third to one-half their narket 








yalue. I could not believe this report at 
first, but every ono asked confirmed it, so 
sthoro must bo something in it. It is a 


most unwise course to take, and is sure to 
have bad results. It is roported that the 
Catholic priests predict further troubles 
before the opening of navigation. Such 
conduct as the above is sure to bring about 
conditions averse to peaco, and may be- 
come the cause of serious tronble. 


The Ladies’ Audience. 

The reception (in Peking) is over. 
Just a week has passed. The feeling, so 
far as T can see it, is no less strong now 
than before the event, that in accepting 
the invitation of the Dowager the ladies 
made an enormous mistake. ‘They forgot 
the dignity and the honour of their nations 
as well as of themselves; forgot the suffer- 
ings of their murdered sistors at the hands 
of their host ; forgot the effect of the con- 
doning of such wickedness on the future ; 
forgot the things which indicate that tho 
same spirit of destruction still exists and 
ig secretly preparing for other deeds— 
deeds similar to the past. One can 
but hang the head in shame at the 
thought of such utter misrepresentation of- 
the heart of the mass of their sisters, both 
here and in the home lands, who mourn the 
loss of noble lives sacrificed, but new con- 
doned by their pusillanimity. And the ad- 
dress! what can be said of it? It is weak! 
‘tis pointless !—it is sickening in its at- 
tempt at pictistic sentiment!!! Various 
remarks of the Dowager made from time 
to time relative to this affair are afloat, 
and it is not wholly without reason to be- 
lieve that there is quite as much truth as 
fiction in these rumours, especially as they 
ard believed and thought to have some 




















her invitation to be accepted,—few others 
did. , It is quite natural that she should 
believe, after such an episode, that 
foreigners are fools to be hookwinked by a 
few presents, a few sweet words bedewed 
with tears, and a good spicing of edicts 
which mean nothing—or the “opposite of 
their face”—to those behind the scenes. 
Is th: Reform Party to be encouraged and 
upheld in its attempts to enlighten and 
improve the nation by the Foreign Powers, 
or not? This is the all-important question 
in relation to the future. The fate of 
China is in the hands of these Powers, 
and this Party, and if the latter is de- 
serted, the former will havo a day of 
reckoning. Even though it may result in 
China’s “ break up” at the hand of these 
same Powers, that will not be the end; 
and they will do wisely to consider the 
possibilities as well as the certaintieg in- 
volved in proving traitors to the Party of 
reform and progress.

WEIHAIWEI. 


(FROM OUR OWN CoRRESPONDEST.) 
10th February. 
The New Commiss‘oner, 

Britain's newest acquisition in the Bast 
has suffered many things at the hands of 
the powers that be. Tho uncertain atti- 
tude of the Home Government, coupled 
with the persistent, if unfounded, rumours 
that the port was about to be surrendered 
either to the Germans, who claim para- 
mount: influence and interest. in this pro- 
vinee, or to the Chinese, has very consid- 
erably retarded the development of tho 
Colony. The appointment. of the Hon. J. 
I. Stewart Lockhart, C. M. G., Colonial 

ecretary of Hongkong, to be’ our new 
Commissioner, is a clear indication that 
the Colonial Otfice at any rate is taking us 
seriously, a welcome departure from the 
policy hitherto pursued 
Naturally, to residents hero, the 

opinions ‘entertained by our fellow- 
colonists at Hongkong concerning our new 
Administrator are of much interest, and 
it is gratifying to read in papers recently 
to hand from that Colony that Mr. 
Stewart Lockhart’s character and abilities 
are held in high estimation. From the 
“Daily Press” wo learn that, “throughout 
his twenty-two years’ connection with 
Hongkong he has succeeded in inspiring 
the utmost respect for his character and 
attainments. His transference to Wei- 
haiwei not only indicates that tho 
Colonial Office is alive to his merits, but is 
also a guarantee that in future the Colony 
to which ho is to be removed is to receive 
more adequate attention than has been 
hitherto vouchsafed to it. Those people 
therefore wlio have anxiously watched the 
policy of the British Government towards 
its latest offshoot in China will feel ro- 
assured at the news of the first appoint 

ment to the office of Commissioner.” 

‘The “Hongkong Telegraph” contains a 
leader to the same effect, and in addition 
informs us that Mr. Stewart Lockhart has 
the reputation of being pro-Chinese, 
“that he has been irreverently dubbed a 
“Chinamar’.” 

‘We have therefore every reason to con- 
gratulate ourselves in obtaining as our 
new Governor one of such tried capacity 
did great local experience. But we har, 
perhaps, greeter reason to rejoice in the 
intimation this appointment brings us, 
that the British Government has at last 
discovered some “good thing” in Weihai- 
wei.

It 
is an open secret that the two hovels m 
Chefoo have recently been pureiiased | 
a Roman Catholic society, and it is ra- 
moured here that the French Fathers are 
reparing to spend large sums in the new 
English Colony, too. “It is an ill wind 
that blows no one any good,” and the 
Romanists seem to be obtaining ample 
compensations for their losses during the 
recent troubles in North Chi That 
their surplus funds should be invested i: 
hotel and land property, which arg certain 
to bring good returns in the near future, 
shows considerable business capacity and 
forethought, characteristics not usually 
associated ‘with members of religious 
societies. It ix also reported that many 
members of monastic orders, who have 
recently been compelled to leave France 
hy the new law directed ay 
orders, are coming out. to the Far East, 
and that some are to make their home 
here. Many hard things have been writ 
ten recently of " Periidious Albion” in 
the Continental Press, and clerical papers 
have had a large share in the campaign of 
abuse and calumny. It is a remarkable 
commentary on such violent denunciations 
that so many settlers of non-English ex- 
traction should go to British territory of 
their own inclination, and there is some- 
thing strangely ironical in the fact that 
‘a Crown colony should now be so favoured 
by our Continental friends, when we con- 
sider that they place themselves under 
the protection of the most hated British 
* Minister, one who has been recently des- 
cribed in a European parliament, in choice 
and vigorous language, as “the greatest 
scoundrel on God's earth.” 

‘We may take it therefore that the read 
ness which foreigners have shown to settle 
in and to invest capital in British posses- 
sions is some proof that we are not so bad 
as we are painted, and that under the Bri- 
tish flag there is, after all, even-handed 
justice and equality of treatment for the 

foreigner and the Snglishman, for the 
Roman Catholic and the Protestant. In 
Singapore, Hongkong, Shanghai.

The Opening of Parliament. 

For the second time in his as yet brief 
reign, King Edward has opened his Parlia- 
ment in person; and we may hope, there- 
fore, that in the coming years this regal 
eeremony is to be the rule, rather than the 
exception. The gorgeous, closed, gilt coach 
was again brought into requisition, drawn. 
by the eight cream-coloured Flemish 


horses; and the crowds that gather- 
ed along the Mall and White- 
hall were rewarded with a strik- 


ing pageant. That gilt state coach, 
by the way, will next. be used on the oc- 
casion of the Coronation; but for the 
great procession through London on the 
preceding day an open carriage of no less 
imposing design is in course of construc- 
tion. 


The Scene in the Lords. 

In the House of Lords the scene was far 
more brilliant, though not more imposing 
than that of the 14th of February last 
year, when the Great Queen had just pass- 
ed away, and everywhere signs of mourning 
were visible. “Tho year of Court 
mourning is not quite at an end even now ; 
but. it. was officially announced that for 
yesterday’s State ceremony mourning need 
not be worn, and the peeresses and other 
ladies present were gorgeous in raiment 
and resplendent with jewels. ‘The cere- 
monial was much better stage-managed, 
too, this time. Members of “societ 
people who have no direct connection with 
the throno or the legislature, but who 
novertheless obtained admission last year, 
were excluded yesterday, and there was 
consequently ample room for all the mem- 
bers of the House of Commons, who were 
able to attend. ‘There was a good deal of 
irritation last year at the way in which the 
Commons were treated as of almost no ac- 
count in the ceremony of opening Parlia- 
monb; and it was not forgotten that the 
dignity of the more important of the two 
legislative Chambers was slighted to some 
oxtent on the occasion of the Diamond 
Jubilee, though Queen Victoria, who was 
not responsible for the slight, did her best 
afterwards to repair it. I have no doubt 
that it is due to the King himself, whose 
tact in such matters is proverbial, that his 
faithful Commons have received greater 
consideration this year. 

The King’s Speech. 

‘With regard to the King’s speech, Lord 
Rosebery remarked—and some peers on 
the Conservative side of the House must 
have agreed with him—that a more je- 
june speech was never placed in the lips of 
any monarch. The paragraphs relating to 
the tour of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, the War, and our relations with 
Foreign Powers were unexceptionable, if 
not very illuminating, the only point of 
topical interest being a reference to tho 
fact that our soldiers in South Africa have 
displayed “a humanity even to their own 
detriment, in the treatment of the enemy, 
which is deserving of the highest praise 
But it is to the clauses relating to com 
ing legislation that one always turns with 
interest, and these are peculiarly uninspir- 
ing. They include proposals for the co- 
ordination and improvement of prima y 
and secondary education, a measure for 
amending the administration of London’s 
water supply, a Bill for facilitating the 
sale and purchase of land in Ireland, and 
measures for improving the law of valua- 
tion, for amending the law relating to the 
salo of intoxicating liquors and for the 
registration of clubs, for amending the pa- 
tent laws, and for sundry reforms in the 
Jaw of lunacy. It is not @ very interesting 
































list, and the only important item in it— 
that dealing with education—is much too} 
thorny a subject to be adequately dealt’ 
with in a session which the Commons aro 
to devote largely to a reform of their own} 
mode of procedure with a view to putting!

On the eve of the Sossion Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman delivered his an- 
xiously expected reply to Lord Rosebery’s 
famous Chesterfield speech. On the whole 
it was conciliatory. Sir Henry declared 
that as regards the settlement to be aimed 
at in South Africa there is no substan- 
tial difference of opinion between himself 
and Lord Rosebery. He intimated that he 
had invited “Lord Rosebery —_ to 
resume co-operation with the leaders 
of the Liberal Party, and that 
he regretted Lord Rosebery’s reply, 
intimating that he preferred to maintain 
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Lord Rosebery’s speech ; and it was signi- 
ficant that a strong anti-Roschery feeling 
was manifested in the mecting, which was 
held to inaugurate the new London Liber- 
al Federation. The ex-Premicr's namo 
was actually hooted, and leatfets in which 
abuse was showered upon him and tho 
other Liberal Imperialist leaders—Mr. As- 
quith, Sir E. Grey, and Sir Henry Fowler 
—<awere scattered all over the hall. The 
organisers of the Federation, however, ex- 
press their indignation at this, and’ de- 
clare that it was the work of a handful of 
tho Pro-Boers. It cannot, however, 
be said that the meeting augurs well for 
the Liberal Unity. It may be that some day 
in the not distant futuro Lord Rosebery 
will again bo the Liberal leader, and that 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman will be 
among his faithful lieutenants ; but it will 
not be till the war is over, and even then 
it is difficult to see how their views on the 
Home Rule question can be reconciled. 


A New Academy. 
We are at last to have an Academy of 
Literature, but it is not to include fiction.

The only question 
in dispute is as to the wisdom of the pro- 
moters of the new Academy in not includ- 
ing poetry and fiction, and so making the 
new body a representative Academy of 
Literature. They have doubtless avoided 
great heartburnings and many difficulties, 
by restricting their scope as they have 
done ; but there are many who regret that 
they have not faced ‘these difficulties 
with a determination to overcome them.

Old Masters at Burlington House. 

Of the Summer Exhibitions at the Royal 
Academy there are always varied opinions. 
Tt is a good show or a bad, or indifferent 
‘one, according to the temperament of those 
who visit it; the winter shows however 
are always delightful to all who attend 
them, because those who don’t appreciate 
old masters stay away. Dame Fashion does 
not make it compulsory for any one to 
snake a martyr of himself more than once 
every year. This year's show is rich in 
treats. It is of a most. varicd character 
and though one callery is devoted entire- 
ly to Claude's landscapes. there are like- 
ise a goodly assortment of Raphaels, 
Titians, Frank Hals. Rembrandts, Rubens, 
Vandycks and other old Masters—some- 
thing to suit all tastes. 

Tn Room I Quentin Matsrs’ “ Miers” 
is to be seen; it is the property of Lord 
Cobham. Such a wonderful piece of wocis. 
‘Two old men, one making an entry into a 
ledger with one hand and tightly hotding 
money in the other. His friend leaning 
over him a hand resting on his shoulders : 
evidently supplying some information as 
to an important. transaction ; both faces 
filled with zeal for their work not altoge- 
ther unkind, but men who would never 
miss a point which told to their own advan- 
tage. Another work of somewhat. the same 
character is Velasquez’ “ Four Peasants.” 
Like “The Misers” it also shows the in- 
terior of a room and the men are three- 






























‘evidently with the purpose of 
toast; on the table are grapes 
And other fruit, ‘a jug, and some bread 
and cheese, and hanging on the wall be- 
hind them are dead rabbits, chickens, 
zeons ete. As is usual in all Velasquez’ 
verk the texture painting is wonderful 
but the faces of the men are equally fine, 
one can feel their joyous mirth and almost 
hear their laughing chatter. Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan is an important 
contributor to the year’s show. He has 
Tent the Colonna Rapliael which he recent- 
ly purchased for no less a sum than 
£100,000, also a “Holy Family” by Titian, 
4 Cardinal” by Rubens, a landscape by 
Rembrandt and a portrait group by Van- 
dyck. Of course the Raphael is the most 
important loan and it occupies a posi- 
tion of honour in the centre of one of the 
side walls in the third gallery. It is called 
‘Virgin and_ Child, Enthroned — with 
Saints,” the Virgin is seated on a high 
throne with the child in her lap. 
St. Catherine and St. Rosalia are on the 
right and St. Peter and St. Paul on the 
left whilst above in the lunette is the first 
person of the Trinity with a golden globe 
Pr his hand in the act of blessing the group. 
‘Necording to the Catalogue, the picture 
was originally painted in 1505 for tho nuns 
of St. Antony of Padua at Perugia, but 
Tater it passed into the possession of th 
Colonna family at Rome and has alway 
heen known as “The Colonna Raphael.” 
Nor, ax the old order maXes way for the 
hw, it has become the possession of 2 
man of the New World; a man who evi 
dently fancies old Masters 2s he is like- 
wise the possessor of the cclebrated 
Dutchess who was for so long a time lost. 


A British Academy. 

For some months past there have been 
rumours that our Historical and Philo- 
sophical men of Science were desirous of 
incorporating themselves into a body 
which should be to them what the Royal 
Scciety is to their fellow students in the 
branch of Natural Science. So often how- 

r these schemes end in talk that it was 
with something akin to surprise that one 
read in the papers on Wednesday that all 
preliminary arrangements had been made 
and His Majesty petitioned to grant a 
Royal Charter to a body who should be 
known as “The British Academy for the 
promotion of Historical. Philosophical. 
and Philolosical studies. 

‘Among those who have signed the peti- 
tion for the Charter of Incorporation and 
who are suggested as the Societe’s first 
follows are Viscount: Dillon (President of 
the Society of Antiquaries,) Lord Reay

Cambridge) Mr. John Morley, Mr. Leckv. 
The Vice-Chancellors of both Universities 
The Master of Balliol, Sir Edward 
Thompson (Chief Librarian of the British 
Museum) and others too numerous fo men- 
tion but all men well known in the world 
of letters. “The Times” commenting on 
the project cars: There can be no doubt 
that the grant of the Charter will tend 
ereatly to the furtherance of the objects 
which the society has in view, that if will 
exorcise an influence towards maintaining 
a hich standard of learning and will he 
fruitfnl of national advantage by eccord- 
ing to students of history. philosophy. 
thilology. and kindred studies throughout 
the British Empire their due representa- 
tion among the academies of the world.

French Freemasonry. 


To paraphrase a well-known saying, 
nothing is sacred to an idea, in France at 
any rate. In every direction enthusiastic 
reformers are pulling down the relics of the 
past and doing their best to bring the nation- 
al institutions up to date. This rage for 
modernisation is especially conspicuous 
amongst Freemasons. The preservation of 
the ancient landmarks of the order is the 
last thing they trouble themselves about. 
Tn fact, French Freemasonry has become 
unrecognisable from the English point of 
view. It is now an organised political 
and anti-clerical force. ‘The Lodges dis- 
‘cuss all sorts of social and political questions 
from various points of view, but they are 
allstrongly Republican. They form centres 
of anti-monarchism all over the country, and 
in this they have rendered ‘con- 
¢ to the present Government. 
‘They will also have an important part to 
pay in the forthcoming general elections; 

nut the ancient allegories of the craft have 
‘no interest for them. 

‘Women as Masons. 

‘TheGrand Orient Masons, who form about 
three-fourths of the entire body, have gone to 
great lengths in their craze for modernity. 
‘The “trials” to which novices were once sub- 
jected have been given up, and the mystery 
‘with which popular imagination has clothed 
the order is passing away. Grand Orient 
Masonry is hardly a secret society at all, but 
her a combination of debating clubs and 
pullers. A Paris illustrated paper re- 
ceutly published two drawings showing the 
position of the hands and fingers in two of 
the Masonic grips. The uninitiated are often 
admitted to Masonic gatherings. The Grand 
Orient has even introduced a form of Masonic 
marriage, wherein the bride, after plighting 
her oth before the: Master and brethren, 
takes her partner by the hand and leads him 
to his seat, to signify that she will never seek 
to interfere with his attendance at the 
Lodge. The most startling novelty consists 
of the “Mixed Lodges,” to which both sexes 
are admitted. The largest of these groups is 
nearly one hundred strong, and holds its 
meetings twice a month, in Paris. Three or 
four others exist in the provinces and all 
form part of an order called the “Droit 
Humain.” They have a ritual based on and 
strongly resembling that of the Scottish Rite. 

‘The Paris group has a lady as Worshipful 
Mistress. It also possesses a sort of dispensary 
at which one of the members. a lady doctor, 
attends daily and gives free advice to the bre- 
thren, sisters, and their children. Thi 
tion of a woman in the presence of her hus- 
band and son, who were already_members, 
was recently witnessed in this Lodge. I 
should add, however, that neither the “ Droit 
Humain” nor any other form of mixed 
‘Masonry (so called) is officially recognised. 
Intellectual Feasts. 

The resolve to make Freemasonry an ac- 
tive and intellectual force shows itself in 
the character of the subjects discussed in 
the Lodges. In the “Bulletin Hebdoma- 
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I find that various Lodges were called up- | 
‘on to discuss such matters as “The Depop- ' 
ulation and Repopulation of France,” | 





“The Application of the Collevtivist Sy 
tem,” “The Position of Freemasonry in } 
regard to Political xarties,” “ Employers’ | 
Liability,” “Can Freemasonry intervene ; 
to prevent a European War?” “ Esperan- | 
to, a now Universal Language,” and “ The 

Corresponding Evolution of Patriotism} 
and the Consciousness of Human Rights” 
—a tough morsel, of which most English 
Lodges, I fancy, would fight shy. A few 
Parisian Masons recently organised a se-| 
ries of lectures on social philosophy, open | 
to all Freemasons and their families. 

Science and Religion,” “ Matter and Mo-| 
tion,” “The Evolution of Worlds,” and 
“Origins of Life” were the subjects chos- 
en for tho first series of these lectures, all 
delivered by Masons. “The Evolution of 
Worlds” excited so much interest and led 
to such prolonged scientific and philosoph- 
ical discussions that three evenings were 
devoted to it. ‘The “ Avenir” Lodge grap- 
ples with “Esoterism, or the Secret Doc- 





trines of tho Ancient Priests.” Tho 
“Jerusalem Ecossais” inquires into the 


disciplinary corps and the administration 
of justico in the French army. ‘The “ Cos- 
mos” has held a solemn meeting in support 
of tho cause of international arbitration, 
and it has also discussed the advisability of 
abolishing the stage censorship. ‘Tho 
“Bquerre” favours the spelling reform 
and invites its members to discuss “La 
Séparation des Eglises ot de VEtat.” The 
Grand Master of tho Grand Lodge devotes 
his leisure to the elaboration of schemes 
for reducing the cost. of law proceedings 
and establishing a Masonic life assurance 
systom.

The Anglo-Saxon Lodge. 


Lest all French Masons should be con- 
demned as equally heterodox, I hasten to 
add that one of the two governing bodies, 
tho Grand Lodge of Irance, practises the 
Scottish Rito and is entirely independent 
of the Grand Orient. A Lodgo of English 
speaking Masons, the “Anglo Saxon,” was 
founded in Paris two years ago, under 
the auspices of the Grand Lodge, and has 
proved remarkably suecessful. It is worked 
on strictly Knglish lines, eschews all politi- 
cal and religious questions, and has never 
had to complain of any interferenco on the 
part of the parent body. It is eon more 
cosmopolitan than the Shanghai Lodges, 
six nationalities being represented 
amongst its members. Its present Senior 
Warden was initiated in the Northern 
Lodge of China.

Daring January the number of deaths 
among non-Chinese was thirteen, eight of 
which occurred among the resident popula- 
tion; nine cases of typhoid fever were 
notified, none of which terminated fatally. 

Eleven cases of scarlet fever were noiitied 
and four deaths occurred from this disease. 
Until the present winter, 1893 has been 
the only year in which deaths from scarlet 
fever have been registered among the foreign 
population. Scarlet fever is, therefore, 
practically a new discase to Shanghai, and the 
exceptional incidence during this winter is pro- 
bably due to introduction of the disease by 
foreign immigrants. As would be expected 
with a comparatively new disease against 
which evolution has afforded no natural 
immunity, scarlet fever has been of a viru- 
lent type among the native population, “In 
England the disease has a comparatively 
case-fatality of some5%, but in Shang- 
of cases have terminated fatally 
among the foreign population. It is pro- 
bable that the passage of the discace through 
the susceptible Chinese has led to an increase 
of intensity of virus. Although a largo 
amount of disinfection has been done in 
houses, both native and foreign, where cases 
have arisen, this, as would be expected, has 
not limited the outh~eak to any: great extent- 
which shows the necessity fora properly

and Chinese and for means of compulsory 
isolation of cases among vagrants and where 
means of isolation in private honses are 
insufficient. 
Among the Chinese population the number 
deaths during the month was 631 ; being 
at the rate of 18 per thousand per annum.

129 deaths were attributable ta scarlet fever

issued and 38,000 units of diphtheria anti-

Extraordinary General Meeting. 

‘An extraordinary general meoting of 
the shareholders in the Astor House Hotel 
Company, Ld., was held at the Astor 
House on Friday evening, Thero wero 
present Messrs. W. S. Jackson (Chair 
man), ©. R. Burkill, W. Drosemeier, A. 
Vernon, Directors, A. P. Stokes, Legal 
Adviser, A. R. Leake, Auditor, and up- 
wards of forty shareholders. 

‘Mr. J. A. W. Loureiro having read the 
notice cot ing the meeting, 

‘Tho Chairman said that the first. reso- 
lution to be submitted to the meeting was 
as follows :— : 

“That the Directors be authorised by 
the shareholders to conclude certain 
negotiations now pending and to complete 
without delay the purchase of the balance 
of the Lease of the property on which the 
Hotel des Colonies stands, and also the 
goodwill, business, furniture, and wines, 
cte., of the said Hotel des Colonies, the 
purchase price to be 1,500 fully paid up 
shares of the Astor Hotel Co., Ld. (face 
value $100 each) ; such shares to rank for 
dividends accruing after 1/7/02, tho 
business of the Hotel des Colonies to 
belong to the Company as from date of 
completion of purchase.” 

Continuing, the Chairman said that on 
the 23rd January a letter was received 
from Messrs; Browett and Ellis offering 
the Directors the purchase of tho balance 
of the lease, the good will, furniture, 
stock, ete., of the Hotel des Colonies, in 
return for 1,500 fully paid-up shares of 
the Astor House Hotel Company, La. 
The Directors declined the offer on thoso 
terms, but tried to negotiate for the pur- 
chase for a smaller number of shares. 
They failed to negotiate the purchase for 
a less price and were also unsuccessful in 
obtaining from Messrs. Browett and Ellis 
the names of the vendors. Messrs. 
Browett and Ellis said that if the 
Directors did not wish to purchase on the 
terms offered, they could let the matter 
alone. The present Directors thought it 
would be a good thing to purchase, but 
their late Chairman was against it, 50 
much so that he resigned his seat: rather 
than put the proposal before the meeting. 
‘That was the reason why ho (the speaker) 
was occupying tho chair on that occasion. 
‘The property offered to them consisted of 
three lots. First, the Hotel des Colonies ; 
second, the Annexe; third, the two 
houses, with godowns, in the Rue du Con- 
sulat. “He would describe the property so 
that they might know the full details. 
The hotel was owned by the Jesuit Fathers 
and leased to Mr. F. Ellis for twenty 
years, from January, 1902, at Tis. 400 per 
month, subject to an increase in five 
years; all repairs and taxes to be borne 
by the lessees. There was a clauso in the 
lease which called for the consent of the 
owners before the hotel could be sold to 
a limited company, and if this resolution 
was passed the consent of the owners to 
the sale would have to be obtained by the 
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vendors. ‘The Annexe occupied the 
Southern portion, and the rent of this 
portion amounted to Tis. 3,080 per 
aunum. Mr. Seisson, the proprietor, was 
Prepared to renew the lease for ‘lls. 7,500 
per annum, for any number of years. 
Part of the Annexo was leased to Mr. 
Mahomed Ebrahim for seven years, at Tis. 
5,000 per annum. The lease expired in 
1906, with option of renewal. There 
appeared to be a mortgage of ls. 45,000 
on this annoxe property, and that must 
bo paid off or otherwise arranged for. 
The third lot consisted of two three-storey 
houses on a lease expiring in 1904, at a 
rental of Tis. 5,000 per annum,” with 
option to renew the lease for three years 
more. The two godowns were let now at 
Tis. 2,400 per annum. With regard to the 
stock, it had been valued by Mr. Leako at 
‘Ts. 8,000. The furniture was valued by 
Messrs. Noel, Murray and Co. at Tis. 
38,047. Mr. Leake had also gone through 
the books of the Hotel des Colonies for 
the past two years, and reported that tho 
Profits. were for '1900, $41,000 odd;

Vince them and you that it is quite unfair 
to expect us to give away so large a por- 
tion of our valuable property as is repre- 
sented by 1,500 shares, and that if the 
unknown vendors will not take payment 
otherwise than in our shares, they must be 
content to take a much smaller number or, 
better still, in my opinion, that we should 
decline to buy tie Hotel des Colonies at 
all, and go on or way as prosperously, 1 
hope, in the lou futtire as we have done 
in our short past.

Vernon knew nothing about the Hotel des 
Colonies being for sate, or if he did, did 
not think the matter of any interest to ws. 
Tt is only when the matter comes officially 
to the notice of our Directors. of whom ho 
is one, that he very properly interests 
himself in the matter. And what has Mr. 
Vernon said on this subject? I was told 
by a gentleman whom I'see in this room, 
that Mr. ‘Vernon told him something to 
this effect “Buy it or don’t buy 

don’t care, I will vote ‘yes’ if you ask me 
to, or no, or I will not rote at all. Tf you 
do buy it, it will fitean more troublo 10r 
me.” Now, gentlemen, ought wo to do

without delay the purchase of the balance 
of the lease of the property on which the 
Hotel des Colonies stands, and also the 
goodwill, business, furniture and wines, 
ete., of said Hotel des Colonies, the pur- 
chase price to be such amount of cash as 
may be estimated to be determined by the 
auditor appointed by the Astor How 
‘Hotel Company, on the average of the net 
receipts of the Hotel des Colonies for the 
Jast three years, or in the alternative for 
so many shares, fully paid-up, of the Astor 
House Company, Limited (face value at 
$100 each), as taken at the value of S242 
each will represent as nearly as may be 
the above-mentioned cash value, such 
shares to rank for dividend from date of 
completion of purchase.” 

Tam proposing that amendment which I 
have not arked anyone to second. I leave 
the matter as far asTam concerned, be- 
fore you, but 1 do strongly impress upon 
you that we have a property paying 30 
per cent, and probably more, and that if 
We are going to make any more investment 
in a going concern that we ough 
make the investment on prospective pro- 
fits of what can be done in the future, but 
only in a property which pays as much as 
This, and not less. 

Mr. J. C. Hanson seconded the amend- 
ment. K 

‘The Chairman said they bad listened to 
Mr. Campbell with great interest. With 
regard to paying cash instead of shares, 
that had been discussed by the Directors, 
hut they could not see their way to pay 
cash as they had not the money and could 
not guaranice that the shareholders would 
furnish it. He doubted very much if a 
large portion of the shareholders, how- 
ever willing, could do it. The result 
would be that a large number of shares 
would have to be offered to the public, 
and the public, knowing that the share- 
holders could not take them, would lower 
the price. He had discussed the matter 
with one or two parties who were heavily 
interested in this undertaking, and they 
were all in favour of the purchase at the 
time. Mr. Campbell had said that they 
could go on without troubling themselves 
about other hotels. But if they could im- 
prove their position, he did not see why 
they should let others step in. Mr. Vernon 
was of opinion that ther could ran the 
two hotels together with less expense. 
They could not have bought the hotel 
direct, hecause it had not been offered to 
them.’ They could not have done it for 
other reasons also. ‘The lease only arrived 
here last Sunday, and now Mr. Stokes said 
that he was not very sure whether the 
decd was in order. As reearded the 
matter of opposition. which Mr. Campbell 
said was not very great, it might be so 
when run by private individuals but if ran 
by 2 public company, with money at the 
back of it, it would be a creat opposition. 
Regarding Weihaiwei, Mr. Vernon was 
not going ta rnn the hotel there. As ro- 
garded their Hankow manager, he left 
their services two months azo owing to 
fines. He had been in the hospital and 
had applied on several occasions ta he re- 
heved. He left their employ and joined 
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ihe Hotel des Colonies. He (the Chair- 
man) had received a letter that afternoon 
fiom Messrs. Browett and Ellis, dated 
February 2ist, saying that day it would 
Le cancelled. 

‘Mr. Campbell said that he had been 
misunderstood. So far from blaming the 
dircetors for not purchasing the property 
direct, as they had the power to do, he 
commended them for not doing so with sit 
the consent of that mecting. He 
thought they behaved in a most proper and 
nice way. He could not say whether they 
could raise all the needful capital, but he 
knew a number of shareholders who were 
willing to take two more shares rather 
than one share for three. If the public 
were told that anybody holding three 
shares at the price of $270 could acquire 
two more at the rate of $200, the number 
of shareholders would increase. Regard- 
ing the Weihaiwei Hotel and Mr. Vernon 
not going there to run it ; if he had made a 
mistake he was sorry for it. Every one 
w that the Weihaiwei Hotel had been 
bought by Mr. Vernon. It was very 
possible that during the hot months from 
July to September it would be necessary 
for Mr. Vernon and for them that he 
should go away. Being in Weihaiwei, 
with interest in the hotel, who could 
blame him? If he had made a mistake he

Mr. Campbell said that he would pro- 
pose an amendment by inserting the 
word “not” in the resolution. 

The Chairman said it would amount to 
the same thing if the resolution were 
simply voted upon. 

The resolution was then put to tho 
meeting and declared lost by 28 votes to 
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‘Tho Chairman said that he thought it 
only fair that a poll should be taken as 
the voting was so close. 

Mr. E. Jenner Hogg said that it was 
not desirable to have a poll. He did not 
think it fair that the opinion of the 
majority of the shareholders should be 
annulled because of the large holdings of 
certain of the shareholders. 

The Chairman said that according to 
the Articles of Association no shareholder, 
however large his holding, could command 
more than twenty votes.

Share- 
warrants for 1,500 of such shares (to be 
fully paid up, bearing interest at 7 per 
cent per annum from the date of payment 
for such shares to the 30/6/02 and after 
that ranking for dividend pari passu with 
the old shares) to be issued forthwith ab 
one hundred per cent premium. These 
last mentioned shares to be offered to 
holders of old shares in the Company in 
the proportion of one new share in respect 
of three old shares (no fractional share- 
warrants to be issued) and that such offer 
be made by notice in the Shanghai news- 
papers limiting a time within which the 
offer, if not accepted by payment, will be 
declined, and that the Directors be em- 
powered to dispose of the shares not taken 
in recnonse to such offer ac they consider 
expedient in the interests of the Company. 
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That 1,500 of the new shares so created 
shall be held by the Company unissued 
‘and that it be leit to the discretion of the 
Directors when and at what premium the 
same shall pe issued.” . 

‘The additional capital would be required 
to mect the cost of the new building, now 
in course of erection, aud funds were also 
required to pay off the loan from the 
French Bank. “From time to time, new 
furniture and stock would also be required 
from home. He now proposed the reso- 
lution as read by him. 

‘Mr. C. R. Burkill seconded, and the 
resolution was carried nem. con. 

The Chairman said he would propose 
the next resolution :— 

“That each of the existing $100 shares 
be divided into four $25 shares.” 

‘The scrips were at present of an‘awk- 
ward size, and if tho serips were sub- 
divided the shares would certainly be

Mr. Drosemeier seconded the resolution. 

‘Mr. A. M. A. Evans said that there was 
considerable dissatisfaction on account of 
the scrip being bearer scrip. He belioved 
also that the Banks objected to it. He 
would like to move an amendment that 
the nature of the scrip be altered. 

‘Tho Chairman said that they must have 
notico of any resolution to that effect. 
No amendment of that nature could now 
ie in order as resolution three had already 
been passed. ‘The Directors were quite 
willing to take the feeling of the share- 
holders on the subject and suggested that 
the matter be brought forwad at the next 
general mecting. 

The resolution proposed by the Chair 
man was then put to tho meeting and 
carried.

‘The notice convening the meeting having 
been read, 

‘The Cheirman said-—Gentlemen, we are 
glad of another opportunity of meeting you 
here to give an account of our stewardship 
to the 3ist December last. ‘The accounts 
admit of the usual dividend of £1. 10s. per 
share and a bonus of 10s. with 5 lacs to the 
silver reserve fund, 2 lacs written off yro- 
perty and $1,438,948.07 carried forward to 
next half-year. A division of profits which 
I hope will meet with your approval. 
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(Applause.) Referring to the various 
items in the balance-sheet, notes in circula- 
tion are $445,082 more than they were 
Jast half-year.’ Current accounts in silver 
show an increase of $14,329,441. Current 
accounts in gold show a slight decrease of 
£117,823. Fixed deposits in silver show 
an increase of $4,601,662. Kixed deposits 
in gold show a small increase of £219,877.

the 30th of June last, Applause.) ‘Turn- 
ing to the other side of the account, cash 
is $4,452,370 less than stated in the last 
report, while coin lodged with the Hong- 
kong Government against our extra note 
circulation and bullion in hand and tran- 
sit are $8,696,015 more. Tnian Govern- 
ment rupee paper almost unchange.!, say 
$2,009,196 on lst December against 
$2,043,783 on the 30th June. Consols, 
Colonial and other securities show an 
increase of $2,352,603, maiuly owing to 
an extra amount of war loan bonds and 
new consols temporarily held by us. 
The sterling reserve fund investments 
are practically unchanged. Bills dis- 
counted, loans und credits are $74,711,466 
inst '$75,406,204 on the 30th June. 
ills receivable show an increase of 
$21,023,669, and finally on the debit side 
Bank premises stand at $730,205, against 
$719,503. With the $200,000 proposed to 
be written off in the present report, they 
will stand at $530,209. It may not be out 
of place to mention that at the rate which 
we prorose to pay the dividend and 1 
inall £2 per share at. 1/10]=S1,725,842. 
Against a similar dividend and bonus on 
the 31st December, 1900, when the ex- 
change was 2/1, say $1,536,000.

Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Home. 
A YEAR'S WORK. 

Inter alia the annual report says -— 

The first annual report of the Shaftes 
bury Honse for the year 1901 is very 
encouraging. Opened as a home for 
sailors and soldiers in the present tempo- 
rary premises, it has provided sleeping 
accommodation for upwards of 8,900 ma 
men and supplied many thousands 
meals. During the troubles of the past 
year a number of missionaries were ac- 
tommodated in the adjoining house, and 
the profits arising from the same helped 
considerably in the initial expenses of the 
home. 

‘The year 1901 has b 
a reaction after the stra 
1900 ; the many ships that passed. through 
uring the antamn of 1990 and winter and 
spring of 1901 gave us a vast scope for 
labour. Upwards of 300 services have heen 
held on the men-of-war and in the Mis- 
sion hall, rented by the Seamen's Mission 
on Sundays and weck-days, and the grest- 
est cneoitragement has heen given to the 
workers for the efforts put forth. Many 
of the men have testified to the blessing 
they have found the home to he—a bright 
spot amid the awful sin and depravity of @ 
port such as Shanghai, the on! 
Shere a man, who realises what a snare 
drink is, can’ get good food and a clean, 
comfortable bed, apar* from its ensnaring 
influence: and we trust when we have the 
larger, more attractive and more com- 
modious premises, which we hope t» be in 
possession of in the late autammn, that our 
work will be considerably extended.

There was a large audience at the 
Lyceum on Saturday night and a. very 
good-natured one, but its evident willing- 
ness to be pleased was a good deal tried by 
the long intervals between the four acts 
and the prologue, necessitated, no doubt, 
by the many changes of scenery. ‘The 
Only Way” is a direct dramatisation of

manager, Mr. Godwin, who also took the 
small’ part of Mr. Stryver, did his hest 
with the resources at his disposal ; but it 
was an extraordinary mistake to make the

Reform and Retrenchment 

are put to the credit of the Empress 
Dowager and her Reactionary partisans 
‘on the ground that she has lately ordered 
the abolition of a number of sinecures and 
supernumerary posts both in Peking as 
well as in the provinces. Even the num- 
ber of scribes, clerks and attachés belong- 
ing to the permanent statis of the thou- 
vand» and one yaméns throughout the 
Empire is ordered to be reduced, accord- 
ing to the judgment of the chief official of 
the Metropolitan, provincial, prefectural 
or district yamén concerned. But in this 
last-named scheme of trenchment vested 
interests are attacked and, so far, accord- 
ing to latest intelligence from various parts 
of the country, vested interests which, of 
course. are conserrative to the core, have 
been too strong for mandarindom, or, 
rather to be more exact, mandarindom is 
but another name for “ protectors of vest- 
ed interests ;” hence, to speak the truth, 
there has been neither reform nor re- 
trenchment. Certainly there have been 
letters and dispatches published off and

on in the local Press renorting that such

Tho old names are abolish- 
ed, but they continue to exist under 
different appellations. 


Reform in the Provinces.

Russians Already in the Field. 























It is reported from Kirin (Cen- 
tral Manchuria) that a number of 
mining engineers, — accompanied by 


a numerous gang ‘of mining oversoers, 
artisans and minors of the same nationali- 
ty, have arrived at Tsitsihar, the capital of 
Heilungehiang province (Northern Man- 
churia), and are only waiting for the con- 
sent of the Chinese Central Government 
—to be coerced out of the latter by the 
Russian Minister at Peking—to commenco 
operations immediately on the Amur gold« 
bearing districts, which had already been 
prospected and staked out by the Russians 
in 1900 soon aiter the taking of Tsitsihar 
by the Russians that year. 

The Health of Viceroy Liu.

China is 
an Oriental’ Government, and Oriental 
vengeance falls sharp and sudden on those 
who have mortally offended the powers 
that be, even while the destined vietim 
be in the midst of plenty and holding high 
ower and thinks himself safe from al! 
arm. Again it may be—for Yuan Shi 
Kai is a shrewd one—that Viceroy Yuan, 
foreseeing the early entrance into power 
of tho Reform Party in the Peking arena, 
desires to take time by the forclock and 
gain the friendship of the advocates of pro- 
gress by boldly avowing his sympathy 
with the Reform Party in asking an am- 
nesty for the Reformers of 1898. But 
these are mere conjectures ; the only thing 
that can be done hy those who are not in 
the secret is to “bide awee.” 


Prince Tarn’s Allies.

The Weising Lottery in Kiangsu. 
Tt is reported from Nanking that a party 
‘of Cantonese tried recently to get permis- 
sion from Viceroy Liu K‘un-yi to start the 
Weising Lottery in this province after the 
manner observed in Canton, Owing to 
the absence of solid financial support at 
the back of the persons noted above, 
Viceroy Liu refused to entertain the pro- 
position, but promised to consider the 
Inatter if any company could show a 
proper amount of capital to back it, should 
the venture not be a success at any time, 
coupled with possessing the names of a 
certain number of wealthy ventry of the 
rovince as guarantors of the proposed 
Weising Lottery Syndicate. Such » pre- 
caution is an exceedingly necessary one, as 
certain members of Weising "Lottery 
Syndicates in Canton have been known in 
previous years to} abscond, after having 
Eillected Iarge sums of money, when it 
turned out that the amounts necessary to 
be disbursed in prizes proved greater than 
the sums collected by them. The pre- 
sence of a largo capital deposit-d in 
tertain. large banks, with wealthy 
gentry as guarantors as additional backing, 
frould prevent the people of Kiangsu who 
invested in Weisings from suffering loss. 


Northern Military Notes. 

‘According to a Peking dispatch, Marshal 
Ma Yiektun—who having received

UNVEILING A MEMORIAL TABLET. 


‘An interesting ceremony took _ place 
yesterday in the hall of the China Inlant 
Hission being the formal unveiling of 
handsome brass mural tablet, to the 
memory of the iissionaries, and children 
Bethe Chiua Tnlind Mission, who ‘Inid 
Gown their lives during the ssti-foreign 
outbye K of 1900.” ‘There was a large and 
representative aut ence. 

the Rev. J. W. Stevenson presided, and 
in the course of an appropriate address, 
mentioned that. between the years 
{ost and 1803, the number of 
protestant mi-sionaries massucred through 
pt the world was 130, while during 
the recent Boxer outbreak there were 
136 massacred, belonging to. all Missions, 
in China alone and in addition, fifty-throe 
children were massacred, making 189 in all. 
The China Inland Mission lost 58 adults 
‘and 21 children. All their names wero 
tecorded on the tablet. Ab the beginning 
bf the outbreak they had 88 missionaries 
fn the Shansi provinee, and 47 vf these 
Yere killed during the troubles. ‘Tho 
Rev. gentleman then unveiled the tablet,

1t should be pos- 
sible for foreigners or Chinese to purchase 
any of the products or manufactures of 
China, and to bring them down to tho 
coast or port of shipment on a transit 
pass, paying therefor, say the ordinary 
published tariff as indicated in paragraph 
Ero (c), page 28. ‘The whole of this amount 
should be refunded by the Customs when 
‘the goods have actually left the country, 
if exported, say within six months after 
arrival at the coast or port of shipment. 
‘This is a most important provision and 
one which will be distinctly to the advant- 
age of both Chineso and foreigners It 
will encourage the export trade of the 
Empire by relieving it of all burdens. or 
The result will certainly be to 
ing into the coffers of the peoplea con- 
stantly increasing income. In this way 
the prosperity of the people will be rapidly 
advaneed and they will possess an in- 
creased power of purchasing foreign and 
nativo produce and manufactures and this 
in its turn will swell the imports and con- 
sequently the revenue of the Government, 
which are the points aimed at.

The processes indicated above and the 
developments indicated below, will in time 
wear away the system of likin.

masses of unemployed men, their families, 
and dependants upon the community. At 
the same time the development of the 
country through the opening of mines, 
which ‘will in turn entail the opening of 
factories, which will again bring about the 

















opening of railways, will create 
a very large market for labour. 
‘The persons put out of employ- 
ment from likin and other Gor- 


ernment offices, will find in the new de- 
mand a ready market for their services, 
and thus obviate any social convulsion or 
disturbance. Furthermore, the revision 
and regulation of the likin service will 
render its billets less desirable than at pro- 

it owing to the disappearance of the

With the advent-of mines and railways 
and manufactures, a gradual modification 
of the likin system will be necessary, for 
the rushing locomotive will impatiently 
oust the hindering barriers.

‘This proposal is obviously a most 


foreign interests and would amount to ® 
differential tax against goods carried in 
foreign bottoms. ‘The result of such a tax 
would certainly be to encourage the trans- 
port of all goods in native bottoms along 
fhe inland canals and rivers; by means 
of these inland waterways tho extreme 
North and the extreme South could be put 
into communication and trade would bo 
diverted from the coasting ships to the in- 
land native craft and to the railways 
that is to say, every discouragement is to 
bo put in the way of the seaborne traffic 
while the railways and native craft ply- 
jug on inland waters are to be bolstered Up 
to the same extent. Moreover, it is sure- 
ly most unfair that the trader who lives 
and trades on or near tho sea coast has to 
be fined for so doing, for this is practically 
what tho tax amounts to, while his inland 
confrére receives the benefit of an exemp- 
tion, Any such change as this which is 
now proposed should, therefore, be most 
strongly resisted. 

2nd. That the import and transit duties 
should not be increased beyond their 
present: range:— 

‘There are many reasons why the rato as 
now fixed should not be very materially 
altered. ‘The new tariff is fixed upon the 
goneral basis of an effective 5 per cont, 
ad valorem import duty with an additional 
24 per cent on goods going into the inte- 
rior, so that beyond a very limited area of 
the port of import, an effective duty of 
7} per cent is being charged, According 
to the provisions of the Peace Protocol 
theso rates have been very considerably 
augmented by adding a long list of arti- 
cles from the free list to the 5 per cent 
list and by bringing all tariffs up to an ef- 
fective 5 per cent. This in itself is a very 
generous contribution to the Imperial 
revenue and one for which foreign mer- 
chants have as yet received no correspond- 
ing advantage whatever. 

This charge upon foreign goods, al- 
though it is a heavy one, is one which the 
trade can probably carry, but it has reach- 
ed its limit at 74 per cent. Tho aim 
should be to descend, if possible, to a low- 
er rather than ascend to a higher poin' 
At any rate, the present tax brings China 
a large, steady and ever increasing in- 
come. If finally it is decided to abolish 
likin altogether then some other form of 
taxation should be found and under no 
circumstances should foreign trade be tax- 
ed at a higher figure than the new effec- 
tive Tariff now framed. 

It is a false position from tho stand- 
point of political economy, as has been 
stated, to charge excessive rates or indeed 
any tariff at all on exports. In order to 
allow Chinese products to compete in the 
markets of the world theso rates should 
be abolished altogether, as before out- 
lined. The national revenue might tem- 
porarily suffer slightly from such an abo- 
lition but the increased imports would al- 
most immediately more than make up for 
the loss to the public revenues. It may be 
objected that the Chinese Government is 
not able to understand this benefit and 
that therefore it is out of the question till 




















the rulers and people of the Empire aro 
more enlightened and that therefore the 
present time is nol, an opportune one to 
urge it upon them. A moment’s consider- 
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ation should show the fallacy of this argu- 
ment. Foreign nations are not suppliants 
at the feet of China but are on its soil as 
dictators. “In earlier years China failed | 
to sce the advantages ‘accruing from an 
opening of her ports to trade. The same 
was true of Japan, but Western Powers 
understood the advantages both for the 
native Governments concerned and for 


say soveral millions of Haikuan tacls per 
annum. This in itself will be a very useful 
margin. It is freely recognised that at 
this stage it is impossible to reckon with 
any degree of accuracy the exact amount 
likely to be raised by the new duties, but 
it is certain to reach a very respectable 


figure. 
Tt should be further borne in mind that 








themselves and as conquerors compelled 
them to take a position which Japan, at 
any rate, must acknowledge has made her 
what she is. In dictating therefore to 
China in this instance we are only follow- 
ing lines we have travelled beiore. If 
China agrees so much the better for her 
and ourselves. If she does not she must 
bo compelled to acquiesce and wo must 
leave her to learn and in future years 
acknowledge the advantages which she has 
derived from the policy now advocated. 

3rd. The revenue of China can be aug- 
mented almost, indefinitely. 

It is conceded that China requires a 
Jargo augmentation of her present re- 
venues. A consideration of the extent of 
China, its Population and its natural re- 


Foreign Powers have made this 
valuable concession to China with- 
out any quid pro quo whatever. 
We have freely given away an advan- 
tage of large financial value and have re- 
ceived absolutely nothing in return for it. 
Let it also bo remembered that China, and 
the Chinese Government as such, raised 
its hands in the most treacherous and bar- 
barous way against foreigners, and disre- 
garding the most sacred provisions of in- 
ternational law sought to destroy Ambas- 
sadors and Legations of friendly Powers. 
All this and more was done without a de- 
claration of war, without the giving of any 
warning or ‘notice whatever, but 
while preserving a mask of friendliness 
under the guise of a peace-loving ally. 











sources will show that China is not only | China thus sought inthe mostt treacherocs 
not a poor country but an exceedingly rich | manner to destroy tho lives of 
one; that there are within its bounds | citizens of friendly nations, and 


abundant sources of income and that it 
has undreamed of latent. possibilities. 

‘The payment of the indemnity and the 
charges for current Government expenses 
can be most easily met even by existing 
revenues if they are rightly administered. 
‘The development of new resources will lead 
streams of wealth into the national exche- 
quer and can be made to produce large 
surpluses in the hands of the Govesnment. 

Consider the entire national debt of this 
‘Empire. Ono of the largest and most 
populous Empires in the world, with the 
Possibilities of wealth second to none, has 
a total national debt not much moro than 
the ordinary annual revenuc of each of 
several western countries. By a wise ad- 
ministration it would be perfectly possible 
for China to discharge her entire obliga- 
tions within a singlo year. With such a 
wealth of resourco it surely is wholly un- 
necessary and most unwise to allow our- 
selves to be burdened with the extra 
charges now sought to bo imposed upon 
our commerce. How then is it possible to 
augment existing revenues and to develop 
new ones? To take first tho existing 
revenues :— 

(a) Tho Imperial Maritime Customs. 

It is impossible to say how much may be 
expected to be derived from this source by 
the putting on the duty list of hitherto 
duty-free articles and the raising of im- 
ports to an effective 5 per cent duty. 
Judging by past years the revenue will 
certainly not decrease. According to all 
experience we are justified in expecting 
an increase in the ordinary trade and to 
this generally expected increaso must. be 
added tho substantial advance which will 
result from the additions to the Tariff 
list here referred to. 

It is known at the moment of writing 
that the revenue during the last year in 
Shanghai has reached a higher point than 
at any time in the history of the Imperial 
Maritime Customs and that it is about a 
million and a-half taels higher than the 
average of tho last ten years, or an in- 
crease of over 20 per cent. This is the 
ordinary, natural increase based on the old 
‘Tariff for the entire period with the excep- 
tion of-a little over a month and a-half. 
‘The alteration in the Tariff probably did 
not affect the situation to any consider- 
able extent during the first month’s opera- 
tions. e 

If this increaso is maintained there will 
‘be a normal surplus in the Customs of say 
roughly four millions of Haikuan taels 
over and berond the average, and if to this, 
we add the new revenue duo to the revi- 
sion of the Tariff now effected it will be 
safe to estimate the increase in duty at 


succeeded, alas! in some 200 cases in 
taking the lives of unarmed men, innocent 
women and harmless children. ‘Its later 
avowed intentions were to sweep away tho 
foreigner root and branch, violating every 
legal and sacred canon to effect its object 
and differing in this respect in no wise 
from any savage tribe of the earth. Fur- 
thermore, many of the lives that were ac- 
tually saved from impending destruction 
have been reduced to physical and ner- 
vous wrecks owing to the sufferings en- 
tailed. All trade and commerce was dis- 
located and heavy losses involved. For 
the protection of their interests foreign 
nations were compelled to move armies to 
Chinese soil, involving great expense, suf. 
fering and loss of life. When at length 
tho forces of disorder were brought into 
subjection and order brought of chaos, 
tho utter helplessness of the Government 
of China being made manifest foreign na- 
tions, instead of making the Chinese Gov- 
ernment feel the responsibility of 
its neinous crimes are seeking to 
make the way of the  transgres- 
as easy as possible. By this 
method of proceduro the best interests of 
China are made to suffer : the future alone 
will reveal tho dimensions of the present 
blunders. 

Ono of the first steps in the settlement 
of peace has been to take millions of tacls 
yearly from foreign commerco and placo 
it into the pockets of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and for this free gift absolutely noth- 
ing bas been exacted in return. Surely 
this is not an act. of the barest justice. 
Tho commerce of the people who have 
suffered in their persons and finances is 
made to smart still more severely in the 
interests of a Government which has de- 
served no such consideration. If, as a ro- 
turn for this concession, an additional 
freedom had been given to trade, some 
justification might be advanced. Tho con- 
quered are in another form dictating 
terms to the conquerors, and those terms 
are neither to tho interest of the one nor 
the other. Now it is seriously proposed, 
in order to still further lighten the bur- 
dens of the Chinese, which as is being 
shown, they aro themselves well able to 
bear. to so fetter foreign trade by trebline 
the duty, that is, increasing same from 5 
per cent to 15 per cent, as to make the 
conditions intolerable. Surely the world 
has never seen it in this wise before.

It is high time for those interested in 
the foreign commerce of this Empire to 
protest: most vigorously against a further 
























































continuance of this suicidal policy. The 
concession already granted through the 
Imperial Maritime Customs to the Chinese 
Empire should surely be the utmost that 
we are prepared to give, enhancing as it 
will by millions of taels annually the 
amount of their revenue. For this con- 
cession definite reforms should even now 
be demanded and obtained. ; 

(), A rovision of the land tax admini

‘From this source of revenue alone, vast 
sums may be obtained. Nothing ‘moro 
than estimates can be given from the very 
nature of the case inasmuch as there aro 
no national and reliable statistics or sc- 
counts available for reference. 

‘The total taxes paid on the ordinary, 
farming lands amounts to about 1,500 casi 
per acre per annum, or say Tis. 1.20. 
In some districts this chargo amounts 
to much more than the figures here set 
forth. It is most difficult to state the 
quantity of land so taxed, but Mr. 
George Jamieson's estimate of 400 
millions of acres, if correct, would yield at 
this rate at least 480 millions of taels per 
annum, Even if the most liberal deduc- 
tions are made it is very evident the 
Chinese Government have here a more 
than sufficient asset if wisely and honestly 
administered. . 

(c) By a gradual dismissal of vast num- 
bers of useless officers in overy provinco 
of the Empire an immense economy can bo 
effected. For reasons already stated in 
connection with the likin, this step should 
not be too hurried. This was one of the 
reforms in process of being effected by the 
Emperor, when the Empress Dowager 
stepped in and brought the entire move- 
ment to a standstill. 

(a) The revision and regulation of tho 
likin and salt taxes, as already suggested 
in the discussion of tho subject above. 

(e) Additional taxes on native opium: — 

‘The import of foreisa opium is reckoned 
roughly at 50,000 piouls, yielding an an- 
nual revenue of say, Tis. 5,000,000. Tho 
estimated supply of vative-grown opium 
is 200,000 piculs, from which only four 
millions of revenue is derived. The tax 
on this product should be raised to the 
level of foreign opium which would then 
ield to tho exchequer twenty millions or 
an increase of at least sixteen millions. Tho 
officials may object that this tax would 
result in a diminution of consumption 
owing to tho high price of the article. If 
this result should follow it. would be in 
accordance with the often reiterated state- 
ments of the great officers of State, who 
have apparently desired nothing ‘moro 
strongly than the extinction of this trade. 
There are many who believe that the best 
results to this Empire and its trade and 
well-being would result from the total pro- 
ion of this trade. The chief ex- 
ponents of the views of the Chinese Goy- 
ernment have again and again expressed 
themselves in these terms, and their 
opinions and public declarations have been 
extensively quoted. Unless their state- 
ments have been sham, therefore, they 
willbe compelled to withdraw the ob- 
jection to the proposed increase on the 
ground of diminished consumption, and 
should readily fall in with the proposal. 
The tax on this product can therefore. bo 
made to yield at least 25 millions which 
spread over 40 years amounts to 1,000 
millions a sum more than sufficient to pay 
the indemnities, principal and_ interest. 

V. Formation of new sources of revenue. 

(a) The opening of mines :— 

China is the depository of vast amounts 
of mineral treasure. Possibly there is no 
country in the world so richly endowed 
as China, and yet. practically none of its 
Tesources hava been opened out. 


‘Mining operations have heretofore been 
out of the question owing to the utterly 
impossible mining regulations, which have 
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received apparently the 
a eeeietelen Ministers. The result has 
een an abstention from these enterprises 
on the part of both foreigners and Chinese. 
Foreigners were practically forbidden to 
Undertake such work, and Chinese capital- 
Jets feared to expose their money to such 
extreme danger. A general scheme of 
gnining laws should be laid down, by which 
any person might develop the rich deposits 
Of the Empire. All unnecessary disabi- 
fities and regulations should be avoided. 
‘A fixed and moderate royalty should be 
exacted from all the products of such 
Snines. By this means an ever-increasing 
rovento can -be_~—sbtained- 
Take as an illustration the one 
product, coal. The Chinese hare 
Timost everywhere difficulty in obtaining | 
fuel and in their efforts to supply the de-| 
mand shavo the hills bare even of grass | 
‘and have completely deforested vast | 
tracts. If coal could be put on the market | 
in large quantities and at a reasonable | 
price. the consumption of this article 
Kould go up by leaps and bounds. Add to 
the ordinary houschold consumption the 
demands of the steamers, railways, fac- 
tories and other industries and one readily 
gees a market such as can_be found no- 
Shere else in the world. Suppose a mod- 
erate royalty of say 25 cents Mexican per 
ton can be levied on all the coal extracted 
jn a few years an annual revenuc of say 
neatly Tis. 50,000,000 could be obtain- 
cd. Furthermore, the vast deposits of 
fron, copper, antimony, gold, silver, and 
other minerals can be made to yield ever~ 
increasing revenues. ‘The receipts from 
this mining source alone will provide 
China with ample funds for the liquida- 
tion of all her liabilities. 

(b) With the opening of mines will na- 
turally follow the demand for railways 
for tho conveyance of the products of the 
nines to tho most distant parts of the Em- 
pire, It is needless * point out how rail- 
Yrays will increase the trade of the country 
and bring increased prosperity to tho 

spulace, 

(c) With the opening of 1 nes will also 
come factories for the Tetining and manu- 
facturo of the products of the mines and 
for the production of the necessities of 
modern life. All these, too, will bring into 
employment buge armies of men: pros- 
perity and added wealth will result. In 
this increased prosperity of the people the 
Government is bound to share and will de- 
rive, therepon, the benefits of a 
constantly expanding revenue. At 
tho same time there will 
come a gradual reformation of the scheme 
of Government, due partly to contact with 
foreigners and also as a result. of wider 
education and the very necessities of the 
case. This will involve the pasment to 
the officials of the Empire of definite and 
Tiberal salaries, according to the nature 
of the responsibilities of their office ; this 
in its tam will entail an honest adminis- 
‘tration of the finances of the country. The 
saving in leakage will in itself be suffi- 
ciént to placo this Empire in a positon to 
meet all its financial obligations. 

For the nest 25 years, the 
amount which Chins should be allowed to 
spend on her army and nary should be 
placed within strict limits, ‘The extrava- 
gant luxuries of the Palace and personal 
expenditures of tho Court and the Peking 
Goremment might also be sererely cut 

lown. 











_ There is at present admittedly an 
international control of the Empire. 
China can, therefore. find io safety. in 
ar army and nary of her own creation. 
Unaided and alone she would fall an 
casy prey to any nation which seri- 
ously set’ itself to the conquest of the 
country. Her only safety is in the agree-

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js a useless one and can bo 
avoided. A military police force should 
be the only one permitted and the vast 
and costly arsenals of the smpire 
jshould be closed or turned to other 
‘useful purposes. Chinese safety is 
in an international control, even though 
it be but a nominal one, and in the desire 
of the commercial nations not to annex 
its land but to exploit its commercial pos- 
sibilities. The savine effected by these 
‘economies will be extensive and of great 
influence. 
That this is a very urgent question is 
-Kai’s memorial to 
the Throne which is now under considera- 
tion. This official suggests that China 
shall be organised as a vast millitary camp 
after the model of tho German Empire. 
jt is appalling to contemplate the 
‘enormous expenditure entailed by 
‘a. scheme which will make _ every 
adult Chinaman a soldier. In the

| face of such suggestions on the part of 


‘the foremost responsible statesman of the 
‘Empire, who must be perfectly aware of 
the cost of these schemes, it is impossible 
to believe that the Government ean scri- 
ously consider the indemnities such a crush- 
ing charge as they wish foreigners to be- 
Tiere them to be. ‘The memorial coming at 
this time gives weight and urgency to the 
proposition to severely curtail the military 
Pd naval expenditures of the Govern- 
ment. 

‘While various propositions have been 
made with a view to stimulating nativo 
industries it must not be forgotten that 
two powerful influences aro now at work 
in this direction. 

(1), Tho change already effected in the 
‘Tariff revision, which has been referred to 
above and by which articles previously on 





all the specific duties have been brought 
‘up by an effcetive 5 per cent, increased 
bg so much the advantage of native over 
foreign goods. 

(@) The constant shrinkage in ex- 
change. In a single year from the Spring 
of 1901 to the corresponding period of 
4902 exchange has declined more than 
19 per cent. from 2s. 103d, to 2s. 53d. and 
even less. The monthly remission of pay 
ments on account of the indemnity and in- 
terest on the same will probably prevent 
any reaction in the direction of a rise, in- 
deed it is expected that the tendency will 
be for exchange to sink still lower unless 
there is a very largely increased volume 














of exports. Let it he noted that 
the constantly shrinking exchanges 
increases the number of tacks re- 


quired to be furnished by China and this 
alone has added over 40 millions of tacls 
to China’s debt on account of the 1901 in- 
demnity alone, being the difference in 
sterling values between that date and now. 
This should be very strong 
argument towards influencing 
Chinese Government to increase the ox- 
ports hy freeing same of taxation so that 
the volume of exports may be swelled and 
exchange encouraged to rise, with the re- 
sult that the total “amount of 
tacls to be__ remitted may 
be lessened. The shrinkage in exchange has 
correspondingly enhanced the value of all 
foreign goods and as exchange falls the 
price of foreign produce rises and all im- 
ported goods become dearer. As the sell- 
ing rates of imports rise there is a corres- 
ponding tendency to manufacture locally 
and at a cheaper figure similar articles so 
that the competition becomes more and 
more severe against foreien imports. 
These influences do not need to he still 
farther stimulated by the adition of 
heavy duties on western commerce, and at 
the same time the cancelling of all charges 
on_native produce. 

‘Tt is. therefore, perfectly clear from a

that she does not require a further fetter- 
ing of foreign commerce in order to assist 
her in the raising of revenue either for the 
extinction of her debts or to meet the cur- 
rent expenses of the Government. Tt is 
crident that any such process would be 
harmful to foreign commerco and be an 
injury to foreigners and to Chniese mer- 
chanis and people alike. 

‘All that China requires is an opening up 
of its undeveloped resources and a wise 
and prudent administration of its present 
sources of revenue. These ends can be ac- 
complished if foreign nations will so for- 
mulate their new treaties that China may 
at last attain these ends. 

‘All who have any interest or stake in 
foreign commerce with this Empire should 
at this time exert themselves to bring 
pressure upon our representatives so thab 
foreign commerce may not be stifled by 
15 per cent. import duty or any inerease of 
the present rates, but bo permitted tho 
fullest. scope of natural development along 
present lines. At the same time such re~ 
forms should be introduced as to remove 
present barriers and restrictions as far as 
possible. ‘The direction these reforms 
Should take bas been indicated in the fore- 
going pages. If some such methods as 
fier suggested are carried into operation 
fa peaceful and wonderful revolution will 
be observed within the next two decades 
in China which will astonish the world and 











bring untold blessings upon all concerned.

‘Mr. McNeill said that he did not say 
that the judgment was not an effective 
| judgment against. the Peleus. | What ho

“Mr. Stokes, continuing, said that was the 
first of two propositions which had been 
put forward, the second proposition being 
Bs to the effect to be given to the fact, 
that the German Court was unable to give 

ju c., that it was a 
Court with limited jurisdiction. 

His Lordship: There is really only ono 
proposition there. 

Mr. Stokes agreed, and said that his 
contention was that nothing but a 
final and conclusive judgment, of a 
foreign Tribunal, expressed in money, 
could be made use of in suits in our 
Courts. In support of this contention he 
quoted the case of Goddard V. Grey, Law 
Reports, Queen’s Bench, page 148. 

Mr. Stokes said all the cases which his 
learned friend had cited in support of his 
argument on estoppel, were cases decided 
jn our own domestic Courts. There was 
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this distinction between cases decided in 
domestic Courts, and decided in foreign 
Courts. It would be considered as con. 
trary to a natural sense of fitness and 
tending to bring our Courts of law into 
disrepute, if when a decision had been ar- 
rived at in a domestic Court, there being 
no question of appeal, the decision of that 
Court should be examined again and an- 
other conclusion arrived at in another do- 
mestie Court. But there was not of the 
same feeling with regard to decisions of 
foreign Courts 


His Lordship said that he was afraid 
that that argument of the learned coun- 
sel would not have much effect upon him. 
In this place where they all had different 
Courts, they were bound by their position 
to pay the greatest regard to every 
other Court. So far then as 
that point was concerned, he was not 
with the leaned Counsel. He would 
greatly regret that two Courts of lifferent 
nationalities, sitting in the same place, 
should have to adjudicate independently 
upon the same facts, and, possibly arrive 
at a different conclusion, ‘That, however, 
would not prevent him from arriving at 
the conclusion that that must be done if 
it was shown to him that it ought to be 
done. As Mr. Stokes had drawn a distine- 
tion between the decisions of domestic 
Courts, and the decision of forcign Courts, 
his Lordship thought it right to state the 
view he took upon tho point. 

Mr. Stokes said that it would not be 
necessary for him to press that argument, 
inasmuch as his main contention was that 
nothing but a final and conclusive judg- 
ment of the German Court expressed in 
money could be regarded by our Courts. 
‘The doctrine of the enforcement of a 
foreign judgment in our Courts proceeded 
upon the principle of obligation, i.e. that 
such a judgment of a Foreign Court 
created a debt of obligation on the party 
against whom it was given, which our 
Courts would allow to be enforced in our 























Courts. Counsel quoted from Story, and 
also Dicoy’s Conilidt of Laws, and cases 





there cited at considerable length. 


In conclusion Mr. Stokes observed :—If 
the effect of the present Court were 
to have all the force against us of a final, 
and conclusive judginent, this curious 
position of matters would arise, that we 
should be the sufferers from the fact wf 
the German Court having such limitations 
to its iurisdiction that it could not give 
a final and conclusive judgment against 
the Peleus, we should be the sufferers in- 
asmuch as were such a judgment final and 
conclusive given, we could appeal to a 
higher Court, and perhaps get a decision 
that the Peleus was not to blame. There- 
ore. wo should be very much prejudiced, 
if the efivct which Mr. McNeill contended 
for, were given to the judgment. The only 








principle recognised in their own Courts, | 


in relation to foreign judgments, learned 
Counsel submitted, was that of the obli 
tion, or debt which a final and conclus 
judgment of the Foreign Court created. 


This concluded the hearing, and his 
Lordship thanked both Mr. McNeill and 
Mr. Stok,es for the rulness of their argu- 
ments.

Kin Yuet-ching, a compradore in the 
employ of Messrs. Castle Bros., was brought 
up in custody, remanded from the 4th inst, 
charged with’ forging and altering certain 
delivery orders, thereby obtaining 163 bales 
of cotton drills of the value of Tis. 9,234 
and defrauding. Messrs. Castle Bros. out of 
the said sum of money. The prisoner was 
further charged with obtaining Tis. 5,800 
by means of four Bank orders, received 
from the Ting Shing Hong in exchange for 
a delivery order for 5,000 bags of flour, the 
said delivery order being forged. 

Mr. Brusliticld appeared on behalf of 
Massrs. Castle Bros., Mr. Latter (Messrs. 
Drummond and henaring a represented 
the Ting Shing Hong, Mr. Nelson (Messrs. 
Stokes and Platt) watched the case on be- 
half of the China Merchants’ Steam Naviga- 
tion Co, Mr. L. E. P. Jones watched the 
case on behalf of the Shanghai and Hongkew 
Wharf Company. and Mr. C. R. Holcomb 
appeared on behalf of the prisoner. 

Mr. Nelson informed the Court that he 
uo longer represented Messrs. Castle Bros, 
Certain complications had arisen, as a re- 
sult of which he was now retained by the 
China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Com- 
pany to watch the case on their behalf, He 
lerstood that Mr, Brushfield was now re- 
presenting Messrs. Castle Bros.

‘One Chinaman stated that he had bought 
flour from the prisoner at a low price and 
had paid for it, but had not had delivery of 
the four. When the defendant's desk was 
searched in the presence of the Police, a 
delivery order was found in the prisoner's 
hand, and he was caught in the act of 
attempting to destroy it. 

‘Cross-examined by Mr. Latter, witness 
said that after the prisoner had been 
arrested, he was told that two native Bank 
orders for Tis. 1,500 each, which had been 
given to him by the prisoner, were for flour 
Sid. These orders were paid into the 
Bank, but one of them had been stopped. 
‘The stupped order was in witness's safe, 
and the other was in the Bank. 

In reply to Mr. Nelson, witness said 
that the prisoner was secured. There was 
no limit fixed for the amount of security. 
He would, if called upon to do so, exhibit 
the guarantee to the Court. 
sked that all persons named 
orders as being purchasers 
of the goods should be summoned to 
fattend the next sitting of the Court ; also 
the prisoner's guarantor_ and the book- 
Keeper of the Tai Foong Hong. 

Tn reply to Mr. Jones, witness said that 
when prisoner's desk ‘was searched no 
money or bank orders were found. He 
had issued a delivery order for one case_ of 
flannelettes ex steamer Doric, anda few 
days later had issued a second delivery 
lorder. These were both issued before 
the discovery of the forgeries. 

Detective-Sergeant Gilfillan said that 
on the 23th January Mr. Rolker sent: word 
to the Central Police Station that he sus- 
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pected his compradore of having commit: 
ted forgery. “Witness went to Mr. Rolker’s 
bfice and found him questioning the com- 
pradore about some delivery orders which 
Pid been altered. ‘The compradore said as 
‘a mule he sent the coolie to the wharf to 
fake delivery, and the coolie might have 
iitered the delivery orders. Witness went 
to the house of the coolie and found that 
hehad left for Shaohsing five days previous 
ly. Mr. Rolker then said that the com- 
pradore must have forged the orders him- 
Pa. Witness then searched the defend- 
ant’s desk and found only some papers. 
Hie caught the defendant in the act of de- 
stroying the delivery order produced. 
Witness acked him why he wanted to des 
troy that order, and he appeared to be very 
confused, Mr. Rolker then said that as 
the coolie could not be found he wanted 
to charge the compradore with forgery. 

‘The manager of the Ting Shing Hong 
then gave evidence in the vernacular in 
support of the charge relating to tho de- 
livery order for 5,000 bags of flour. 

Eventually the hearing was adjourned 
until the 4th March, and it was decided 
that the prisoner's books should be 
thoroughly examined in the meantime 
and extracts made from them.

More Forgeries of Delivery Orders. 


‘A native clerk was charged with being 
concerned with another man not in custody, 
in forging a number of delivery orders on 

Hhanghai Wharf Company, thereby 
obtaining from the complainants, the Dong 
Sen Tai Bank, the sum of Tis. 20,985 some 
time between the Ist June and the 3lst 
December, 1901. In connection with 
the same case, a shroff’ was charged with 
stealing six delivery orders on the Shanghai 
Wharf Company some time between the 
abovementioned, dates the said delivery 
orders bein; ie pro] of Messrs, 
Sander, Wieler and cb oe 

Inspector Matheson, in stating the charge, 
said that the shroff was formerly employ yed 
by Messrs. Sander, Wieler and Co., bat had 
buen dismissed some time ago. By meas 
of forged delivery orders (produced) the sum 
of Tis. 20,985 had been frauduleutly ob- 
tained from the complainants. ‘The. first- 
mentioned ee had forged six delivery 
orders by which the money had been ob- 
ore He had probably forged the orders 
at the instigation of another man, his 
Prother-in-law, who was not yet in custody. 
The delivery orders turned out to have been 
obtained from a book in the office of Messrs. 
Sander, Wieler and Co. and were probably 
Stolen from there by the second prisoner. 

In reply to the Assessor, Detective- 
sergeant Gilfillan said that the whole of the 
contents of the delivery orders were forged. 

Inspector Matheson said that the first 

risoner had admitted forging the orders. 
Rie ‘confessed having done so at the instiga- 
tion of his brother, who, however, had got 
away with the money and could not yet be 
found. He was cleverer with the pen than 
his brother. 

‘The Assessor said that he was surprised 
the complainant Bank had not exercised 
tore eats, instead of advancing money upon 
the orders without making sure 0! their 
validity. 

Inspector Matheson said that the money 
was paid over and the business transacted 
by the manager ‘of the Bank, who was also 
jn business as a merchant. It was juite a 
common thing among the Chinese to advance 
money on delivery orders. 

The Assessor said that this man was 
evidently the tool of the principal offender, 
who had got away. 

I r Matheson said that was pro: 
bably true, but this prisoner had committed 





















the actual forgery. 
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Detective-sergeant Gilfillan said that he 
arrested the prisoner in the house of his 
brother-in-law in Ningpo city. When he 
was arrested he admitted that he had com. 
mitted the forgery. Tt was believed that 
the brother-in-law was still in hiding in| 
Ningpo. 

The Assessor s 
decided to remand 
for further enquiries. 

A representative from Messrs. 
Wieler and Co. stated that the shroff was 
formerly in the employ of his firm 
identified the orders; they were the same 
those used by his firm. On examining 
the firm’s book of delivery orders, it 
was found that several had been torn 
out. The numbers of the orders produced 
would correspond to the numbers of those 
missing from the firm’s book. He could | 
not, however, say for certain that the shroff” 
had stolen the orders. Being torn out from 
the end of the book, he had not discovered 
the theft until his attention was called. to 
the matter in connection with these pr 
ceedings. ‘The delivery order book was in | 
the vompradore’s charge in the daytime, | 
but was locked up at nizht in the safe. ‘The | 
compradore had been questioned, but said 
he could not tell how or when the orders | 
were taken. ‘The compradore was present 
in Court if the Court wished to examine 

im. 

‘The Assessor said that the Court would 
prefer to hear the compradore’s evidence 
when the case came on for trial again. 

Mr. Holcomb said that he had just that 
moment received instructions to defend 
the shroff. He understood that the prison- 
er had been allowed out on bail since hi 
aurest and Inu kept faith by turing up 
the Court to answer the ‘charge agaist | 
him. He now asked the Court that the | 

isoner should be released on bail. If the | 
urt would fix an amount there was no 
doubt that the sum rejuired would. be 
forthcoming. 

After consultation with the Magistrate, 
the Assessor said that the Court was of 
opinion that the case was of too serious a 
nature for bail to be allowed.

Inspector Matheson now stated that 
the man referred to at the last sitting as 
being the principal offender—the manager 
of the Dong Sen Tai Bank—had been ar- 
rested in Ningpo the previous day and was 
now before the Court. The Court would 
remember that the case was adjourned at 
the previous hearing in order to give the 
Police time to arrest this man. After this 
prisoner's arrest, ho made a statement to 
the effect that he had got the orders forged 
and passed them himself. He also had 
stated that he got the shroft to obtain 
them from Messrs. Sander, Wicler_ and 
Co.'s office. It appeared that the shrou 
owed the manager Tls. 2,200. ‘The pri- 
soner also admitted that he had gambled 
away Tis. 9,000 of the money; spent 
Tis. 5,000 in brothels, and given away 
Tis. 2,000 to his friends. He had 
had “an india-rubber stamp made 
for stamping the orders, but had_after- 
wards destroyed it. 

The Assess asked if Messrs. 5 
Wicler and Co.'s compradore was present.

‘The Assessor said that from the evi- 
dence before the Court it was now evident 
that the shroff was not guilty. He was 
probably only the tool of the ot 
prisoners. Appearances were i 
at first, but now it seomed that h» was in- 
nocent. ‘The compradore’s son seemed to 
he mixed up in the matter. 

Inspector Matheson said that the shroff 
owed the manager Tls. 2.200. When he 
obtained the delivery orders, he must have 
had a guilty knowledge of what they were 
intended for. 

Messrs. Sander, Wicler and Co.’s repre- 
sentative said that he did not think tho 
compradore’s son had guilty 
His duties included that of wri."2y cut the 
delivery orders, and the shroff had always 
access to the room. 

Mr. Holcomb. who. appeared on behalf 
of the shroff. said that in his opinion both 
the shroff and the compradore’s son were 
nocent victims of the manager. They 
probably obtained the orders at his re- 
quest without any idea of the purpose for 
which they were required 

Inspector Matheson it would be 
well to find out who actually tore the or- 
ders out of the book.

Cruelty to a Pony. 

A mafoo was charged with cruelly ill- 
treating a pony on the 18th instant in the 
Bubbling Well oad, by beating it unmer- 
cifully. : 

Inspector Collins, representing the S. 
S. P._C. A., stated the charge and said 
that Mrs. R. H. R. Wade saw tho de- 
fendant in charge of the pony opposite 
No. 113, Bubbling well Road. He was 
beating the pony for fully nve minutes, 
resting twice and then beating it again. 

Mrs. R. H. R. Wade gave corroborativo 
evidence. 

The defendant said that the pony re- 
fused to move. That was why he beat it. 

In reply to the Assessor, Mrs. Wade said 
that the pony stood still, but she could 
not say whether it was obstinate or not. 
Tho mafoo was thrashing it for fully five 
minutes. 

‘The Magistrate said he could not seo 
why a man was brought up for cruelty for 
thrashing a pony. It would be different 
if it had been a human being. 

Inspector ilson said it was a serious 
offence in England, ior which a man eould 
bo imprisoned. 

Tho Assessor said that the man would 
certainly be punished, but the Magistrate 
did not wish to order him to bo beaten. 

‘The defendant was 6-ntenced to 15 days’ 
imprisonment. 


Crnelty to Pigs. 

Two foolled and @ native dealer were 
charged with cruelty to two pigs, by carry- 
ing them tied by the legs to 9 tamboo. 

Inspector Chilver stated ixhe “argo and 
said that the pigs were bal. gg ca%q with 
the legs crossed and wed tow» ¥®%599. Tt 
would have been all riht if they had been 
placed on a wheelbarrow in the 
usual way. Althouch the pigs had 
only been carried a short time, they could 
not walk when released. Tf they had been 
carried a little longer the rope would have 
cut through their legs, 

The defendants were uned $3, or ono 
dollar each. 























Alleged Arson. 

A cook employed at No. 381, North 
Honan Road. was charged on seuspicion 
with setting fire to the premises, No. 381, 
Honan Road, on the morning of the 20th 
inst. 

Inspector Matheson said that at 5.30 
a.m. on the 20th instant it was reported 
at the Central Police Station that there 
had been a fire at the premises above 
mentioned. Upon making enquiries, the 
Police found that the proprietor of tho 
shon, a medicine shop, returned home at 
1.30 a.m.
